During the Oct. 17 League of Women Voters panel , 
he was presented as serving as a technical wit- 
ness, filling in any evidentiary gaps between con- 
sultant and former Texas Environmental Quality 
Commission Water Utilities Division Director 
Steve Walden (pro-Prop. 6) and Save Our Springs 
Alliance Executive Director Bill Bunch (anti-Prop. 
6). Instead, he gave a cursory introduction , and 
then thoroughly , categorically, and at great length 
lambasted the proposition. What was supposed 
to be a balanced debate, with Robbins as the 
pivot point, quickly became a two-on-one handi- 
cap match. Whether he was a formal part of the 


Nix Prop. 6 campaign or not, the idea that he 
remained only silently opposed certainly did not 
apply that night - arguably the biggest and most 
public discussion of the proposal in Austin.]

It’s a Map, Not a Revolution 


WE HAVE DISTRICTS; WE’LL STILL 

As Elizabeth Pagano reports in this issue 
(“Making (Almost) Everybody Happy,” 
p.16), it’s nearly all over but the shouting for 
the Independent Citizens Redistricting 
Commission and its new 10-district City 
Council maps - although plenty of shouting 
still remains. As we go to press Wed- 
nesday, an ICRC meeting is tak- 
ing place in Bouldin Creek, 
where commissioners will S 
undoubtedly get an earful * * 

about District 9 still 
crossing Lady Bird Lake 
into (horrors!) northern 
territory, followed with, 
tonight (Thursday) at 
the Millennium Events 
Center, a final chance for 
citizens to take potshots 
at the commissioners and 
complain about district lines. 

It’s still possible that the ICRC 
will adjust the map a bit in response 
to public input, but commissioners appear 
to have lost their appetite for grand adjust- 
ments, and one or two have even expressed 
audible impatience with the neighborhood 
perfectionists among the witnesses. 

They sound a lot like council members. 


NEED CITIZENS AND COMMUNITY 

By ah means say your piece, Austinites 
(either in person or on the ICRC website: 
www.austinredistricting.org) because a year from 
now you will indeed be expected to declare 
yourself at the ballot box. I think many 
folks are either over-optimistic or over-pes- 
simistic about the effects of districting 
- it can’t both restore popular 
democracy in Austin and 
fatally segregate us from 
our neighbors, and it’s pri- 
marily a way of achieving 
Council representation 
that’s a little broader 
and a little closer to the 
community ground. On 
the whole, the citizen- 
commissioners have 
done a reasonable task of 
establishing the initial 
lines, and while I’d quibble a 
bit here and there, it’s way too 
soon to conclude that the districts 
as drawn will dramatically change Austin 
governance for better or worse. 

As a Windsor Park resident, barring last- 
minute changes it appears I’ve landed in an 
odd little outcrop of District 4, a sort of foot 
on a long, Italy-style boot extending ah the 


way up to Braker Lane. I’d be hard-pressed 
to describe reflexively any “common inter- 
ests” of my immediate neighborhood with 
the folks a few miles north around, oh, 
Rundberg and 1-35, but we have been gov- 
erned together by the Austin Council for 
decades, and on the whole I don’t believe 
our major civic interests - good jobs, safe 
neighborhoods, environmental protection, 
public amenities - are radically opposed. I 
believe we’ll all get along just fine. 

Wait Until November 

District 4 is, nominally at least, also a 
“Hispanic opportunity district,” which 
under the federal Voting Rights Act means 
that a previously underrepresented voting 
minority will now have the opportunity to 
directly affect the election of a representa- 
tive of their choice. Since the unofficial 
“gentlemen’s agreement” of the Seventies

The state argues 
there’s no proof the provision harms women 
seeking access to abortion. For details on the 
case, see “HB 2,” p.18. 

The LCRA Board will hold a special called meet- 
ing on Nov. 19 to consider emergency drought 
relief measures staff is recommending for 2014. 

y Austin Police on Sunday night were involved in 
a shooting incident with Gene Vela, who offi- 
cials say pointed a gun at officers from the win- 
dow of his UT campus-area apartment. Vela was 
injured and is now in the Travis County Jail. 

y In the wake of the Nov. 5 elections, a fresh law- 
suit has been filed against Texas’ voter ID law. 
A group of African-American and Hispanic resi- 
dents are suing Secretary of State John Steen 
and DPS director Steve McCraw, alleging they 
were “impermissibly burdened” by the rules. 

y Texas carried out its 15th execution this year 

Tuesday night, with the lethal injection of Jamie 
McCoskey. As part of his final statement, 
McCoskey apologized to his victim’s parents, and 
asked that executioners get the injection right. 
“Better not be no mix-up here,” he reportedly 
said. “I don’t want to stay.” One final execution 
is on the calendar for 2013; six are already 
scheduled for the first four months of 2014.

first integrated Council, the demographics 
of the city have dramatically changed, and 
the agreement is not just a political alba- 
tross, it’s an anachronism. However, please 
be reminded that the VRA is about voters, 
not candidates - it enforces the rights of 
minority voters to elect whom they wish, 
not of potential minority politicians who 
might believe they have been designated 
by God or history to achieve elected office. 

As city demographer Ryan Robinson has 
noted (“Redistricting: Devils and Details,” 
Nov. 8), it very much remains to be seen 
(for various reasons) whether the new dis- 
tricts drawn for minority opportunities will 
in fact perform as such in actual elections, 
especially as the ongoing population 
changes outrun the map. More specifically 
in the would-be African-American oppor- 
tunity District 1, it’s an undetermined 
question whether it can elect “a candidate 
of minority choice” without some unspo- 
ken continuation of the gentlemen’s (or 
gentlewomen’s) agreement, in some form. 
We’ll just have to see how that works. 

The commissioners have done what 
they can to provide a workable arena for 
the next phase of Austin politics; it will be 
up to the voters to see what we can make 
of our actual choices. 

Carry Me Back 

What else does the map and its overlong, 
overcomplicated gestation reflect? 

As with pretty thoroughly sliced-and- 
diced Windsor Park, I think it’s just fine 
that certain “neighborhood associations” 
(in fact, mostly homeowners’ associations, 
with all their ingrained NIMBY-ist tenden- 
cies) have been yoked together with other 
areas; there’s already quite enough snob- 
bish Austin provincialism in our politics. 
It’s particularly progressive (and amusing) 
that the allegedly impenetrable North- 
South river boundary has been breached; 
we may eventually rid ourselves of the 
utterly juvenile notion - rooted in refriger- 
ated John Kelso columns from the Eighties 
- that only South Austin preserves some 
sanctified, distinctively weird-Austin cul- 
ture that the rest of the city is not suffi- 
ciently authentic to understand. 

For God’s sake, Southies, wake up and 
smell the barbecue. 

I’m not terribly delighted at the prospect 
of a Council more geographically divided 
than need be; progressive consensus has 
already been harder to reach of late, and it 
will be harder when a couple of members 
are elected from far northwest and south- 
west districts that fairly consistently vote 
quite provincially and against broadly con- 
ceived community values. But that’s how 
districting works; the same polarities are 
expressed, to varying degrees, on the dis- 
tricted County Commissioners Court and 
AISD board, and somehow we’ve managed 
as a community to overcome our differences. 

As to candidates? Well, that’s a column 
for another day, but expect the announce- 
ments to follow quite soon behind the 
map. Welcome to the new Austin; long live 
old Austin. ■ 


High and Dry 

WHEN IT RAINS IT POURS, BUT THE DROUGHT 
DOESN'T BUDGE AN INCH 



The odd weather events of these past cou- 
ple of months have created a peculiar juxta- 
position for various local officials, one seg- 
ment of whom is immersed in flood relief 
efforts while another is issuing dire warnings 
of an accelerating drought. 

Add the upcoming statewide campaign 
races to the water-and-politics mix and you’ve 
got an even stranger brew. Earlier this week, 
the Texas Tribune touted a heavily circulated 
story about GOP gubernatorial candidate 
Attorney General Greg Abbott, along with an 
assortment of other wealthy Austinites, 
tapping into the Edwards Aquifer 
to water their lawns and fill their 
swimming pools. The 
Statesman countered with an 
online response, pointing out 
that the daily first reported 
on the water well trend in 
2012, and in fact had quot- 
ed Abbott’s defense that it 
was better to drain the aqui- 
fer than the municipal water 
supply. All things being equal, we 
had to stick our nose in to note 
that we were the first to jump on the 
story, way back in July 2011 (see “The 
Law(ns) of the Land,” July 15, 2011). It also 
happened that we were already working on a 
well-drilling update for this week’s issue, 
which you can read about on p.28. Added 
bonus: a map! 

Anyway, if you’re still with me you might 
be wondering what the point is in arguing 
about who was the first to write about rich 
folks’ answer to water shortages, when hun- 
dreds of people are still trying to regain 
their footing after the deadly Halloween 
rains that flooded Onion Creek and ravaged 
neighborhoods. And when we’re entering an 
even greater severity of drought, even after 
two whopping rainstorms in October, who 
cares about who was first to report that only 
the very rich can afford to keep their land- 
scapes healthy? 


Flood damage in Onion Creek 

Back to the mundane, 
last week, Austin 
Water’s Daryl Slusher, 

an assistant director over 
conservation programs, 
appeared before the 
Environmental Board with a 
double whammy: The drought is 
so bad, he said, that the utility may 
be forced to place further restrictions on its 
once-weekly outdoor watering schedule, 
while also raising water rates to keep the 
utility afloat. The news was somewhat simi- 
lar to what Utility Director Greg Meszaros 
delivered to Council in early October (see 
“Point Austin: When the Well Runs Dry,” Oct. 
11), but Slusher’s update included the 
impact - or lack thereof - of the recent 
rains. He illustrated his point with a slide 
showing area rainfall totals produced by the 
Oct. 31 storm: nine inches where most of 
the flood damage occurred in Southeast 
Austin, and five inches Downtown. But to the 
west, where rainfall totals have the most 
lasting effect, meteorologists recorded about 
a tenth of an inch, creating barely a ripple in 
the area water supply reservoirs of Lake 
Travis and Lake Buchanan. 
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“These are the lowest 10 years of inflow 
into the lakes since 1942,” Slusher told the 
board. If dry conditions continue as expected, 
the water utility would move from the current 
Stage 2 drought conditions, to Stage 3, which 
would trim the number of hours allowed for 
your once-a-week irrigating. Stage 4, if it 
comes to that, would restrict outdoor watering 
altogether, although some hand-watering 
would be allowed to protect plants and trees. 

Slusher also alluded to the city’s historical- 
ly strained relationship with the Lower Colo- 
rado River Authority, specifically its contro- 
versial policy of releasing water to rice farm- 
ers downstream. “If there was a more ratio- 
nal or cautious approach to the agricultural 
releases, then we wouldn’t be in that kind of 
situation. ... That’s part of having a water 
management plan that wouldn’t make that 
same mistake again,” he said. 

Meanwhile, the LCRA goes before its board 
Tuesday to seek emergency drought relief in 
2014, which would cut water to downstream 
farmers if the water in lakes Travis and 
Buchanan is below 1.1 million acre-feet on 
March 1. Also, LCRA said it would, for the first 
time (but not a moment too soon) require its 
residential and business customers to reduce 
watering to once a week if the lakes’ com- 
bined storage falls below that level. 

Somehow this proposed emergency plan, 
which the LCRA announced Wednesday, 
doesn’t inspire a lot of confidence about the 
agency’s ability to handle the crises at hand. 
The LCRA does, after all, report to the state, 
whose leadership is still in denial about 
global warming. 

Rather than planning for a future based on 
current climate trends, the river authority is 
looking to history for the answer. As environ- 
mental engineer Lauren Ross observes, 

“The LCRA has all of these management 
plans with the [Texas Commission on Environ- 
mental Quality], and all it does is tell us 
when we turn the floodgates on, when we tell 
people to conserve - that’s all based on the 
historical records and the drought of record,” 
she said. “So when you start bringing in all 
of those historical records that are not valid 
anymore, then your complete foundation for 
managing water is gone. It’s gone.” 

By that point, it won’t matter who’ll be the 
first to report it. ■

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Redistricting: Making 
(Almost) Everyone Happy 




“Maps, wait! They don’t love you like I love you.” 

- Yeah Yeah Yeahs 

Austin’s first City Council redistricting is quickly near- 
ing its end. 

As the Chronicle goes to press Wednesday, the final pub- 
lic response meetings are on tap - one Wednesday night, 
and another tonight, Thursday (6:30-10pm, Millennium 
Youth Entertainment Complex, 1156 Hargrave). The com- 
mission will have only a couple more business meetings 
left to make any final changes - at this point, only minor 
ones. Barring unexpected developments, changes of heart, 
or straight up yearning for more cartography by the major- 
ity of the commission, here are what will most likely be 
your new Council districts. Probably. 

Despite some pleas for radical change to the map during 
the previous round of public meetings, the map remains 
substantively similar to the preliminary draft released by 
the commission at the end of September. The changes are 
so slight that at least one commissioner - Arthur Lopez - 
thought it necessary to point out that they had gotten a lot 
of input on the first draft of the map. A lot. “If we move 
forward with this one, are we not ignoring that and merely 
saying, ‘Hey, we are going to divide you in ways that you’re 
not going to be happy with anyway, so why bother even try- 
ing to make a change?’ Are we saying it’s just too difficult?” 
asked Lopez. “Is that our position?” 

Chair Magdalena Blanco responded that, instead, the 
last two meetings had borne fruit, getting the commission 
- and the map - to a “very good place.” She went on to say 
she wasn’t sure that the negative public comment was that 
overwhelming. But her reply reflected a slightly fatalistic 
streak. “We know we aren’t going to make everyone happy. 
Because it’s just too big a task to do that,” she said. “This 
is a huge pioneering effort . . . because what’s been ingrained 
in this city is now going ... to evolve into something better,” 
she concluded. “Change is difficult for a lot of people.” 

Blanco said that, by focusing initially on the minority 
opportunity districts, commissioners realized the remain- 
ing six districts would required a balancing act. That focus 
on the minority opportunity Districts (1-4) seems to have to 
paid off - in the end there were some revisions to those 
districts to balance populations and to shift Montopolis, but 
they remained substantially the same, and there were very 
few complaints about their shapes. 

The outcry has come, instead, from the traditional 
(ingrained) geographic seats of city power, which were 
fractured in a surprising way. Even so, several major com- 
plaints about the early draft were addressed in revision; 
the commission made an effort to redraw borders that 
respect traditional neighborhood boundaries. So, although 
existing neighborhood associations may not be crazy 
about their new associates, they will individually remain 
largely intact. 

Commissioner Maria Solis seemed confident that new 
alliances are just around the corner, saying the commission 
had worked very hard to please as many people as possible. 
“The sooner we move forward,” she said, “the sooner they’ll 
start looking for new relationships.” 

The commission also managed to address two of the 
strongest complaints - though perhaps not exactly in the 
ways demanded. The uproar from Zilker and Barton Hills 
neighborhoods about being placed in a district with north- 
erners paid off: those neighborhoods are now in the middle- 
southern District 5. And the weird, bacon-strip of District 
7 was chopped off at 45th Street, and expanded north 
enough that it now resembles a stouter, thicker, more arti- 
san-style breakfast meat. 


The other major shift from the 
September draft occurred in Northwest 
Austin, where District 6 has shifted to 
become a far-northwest district, and 
District 10 has become a west/north- 
west district that now encompasses the 
hotly debated Tarrytown. 

During the redrafting, there 
emerged an extended, confusing dia- 
logue about Tarrytown. A dispropor- 
tionate amount of time seemed to be 
spent trying to figure out who 
“Tarrytown” wanted to be districted 
with, and who wanted to be districted 
with Tarrytown. And - at least as inter- 
preted by the commission - there was 
little overlap between those two 
desires. By its third meeting, the com- 
mission had clearly had enough of 
Tarrytown and its series of unsuccess- 
ful play dates. “Tarrytown hasn’t really 
even spoken to us as much as some of 
the other neighborhoods,” pointed out 
a clearly exasperated Commissioner 
Ryan Rafols, “So why are we giving so 
much consideration to Tarrytown?” 

With all commissioners present, 
they voted unanimously to approve 
the proposed final map, though only 
one chose to mark the vote with a speech. Vice Chair TJ 
Costello - who at the previous meeting had jokingly vowed 
to wear earplugs at upcoming public meetings - declared: 
“I want to say to my friends on Nixon and out on Loyola 
Lane: You now have representation. To my gentleman that 
spoke so passionately about 1-35 not being a barrier: It’s no

longer a barrier. Six districts are outside of center-city 
influence. Williamson County is now whole. ... OHAN [Oak 
Hill Association of Neighborhoods] is a district. And to my 
friends in Dove Springs and Montopolis: While we couldn’t 
keep you together, I think you will be really happy with 
what we have.” - Elizabeth Pagano 


Project Connect Nears Rail Route Decision 


This Friday, Nov. 15, Project 
Connect, the regional planning initia- 
tive under the Capital Area 
Metropolitan Planning Organization 

(CAMPO), will present its first formal 
recommendation for which Austin sub- 
corridor to prioritize to receive light rail. 
In due course, the recommendation will 
proceed for approval to City Council and 
to the regional planning groups. Two 
days before they announce their far- 
reaching decision, project officials say 
they haven’t made a decision, and 
would still like more public input. 

In preparation, Project Connect host- 
ed four meetings last week, three public 
workshops, and a webinar, with the con- 
tent roughly the same in each. An esti- 
mated overall total of 100 to 150 peo- 
ple attended - the Thursday meeting 
attracted more than 50. 

Capital Metro’s Communications 
Specialist John Julitz said the meetings 
both informed and gathered public input: 
Attendees ranked various criteria and 
offered their preferences for the priority 
sub-corridor, with the public debate still 
divided between “Guadalupe/Lamar” and 


“Congress/Mueller.” (Officials say the 
“core corridor” - the Capitol, Downtown 
Austin, and the UT-Austin campus - will be 
served regardless of which of the various 
sub-corridors is chosen, though there’s 
considerable controversy over whether the 
populous West Campus area should be 
considered part of the core if it’s not 
served by an eastern alignment.) 

John-Michael Cortez, Community 
Involvement Manager for Capital Metro, 
said, “I think the meetings went great. 

... People were engaged and seemed to 
appreciate the opportunity to be 
involved in the process.” He added that 
he hopes for additional public involve- 
ment. “The only thing I would ask is, we 
need to get more people involved,” he 
said. “This is an investment, essentially, 
that will shape the course of our com- 
munity for the next several decades, 
generations, so we need the entire com- 
munity involved at some level.” Julitz 
agreed. “We need that consensus, and 
we need the public input, so it’s a very 
important criteria for this process.” 

The project is still very much a work in 
progress. There’s an online survey for 


additional input, and Project Connect is 
planning to host one more public meet- 
ing, a “Community Conversation,” tenta- 
tively scheduled for Tuesday, Nov. 26, at 
City Hall, though that’s 11 days after 
they make their routing recommendation. 

As of press time, Julitz said the team 
hasn’t settled on recommendations, 
and “there are merits to doing some 
sort of investment in all of the sub- 
corridors.” The project team, he said, 
will continue analyzing all of the data 
and research regarding ridership, con- 
gestion, business development, etc. as 
well as the public opinion before making 
a final decision. 

The recommendation will be pre- 
sented to the Central Corridor 
Advisory Group (CCAG) at their Nov. 
15 meeting (1:30pm at City Council 
Chambers; open to the public, and 
televised on cable channel 6). If 
accepted, the recommendation will 
go to City Council, then to the boards 
of Capital Metro and Lone Star 
Rail, before being presented to 
voters in a bond election anticipated 
next November. - Mac McCann

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Texas Claims Abortion Law Harms No One 


Testimony regarding the impact of a 
portion of House Bill 2 on women seeking 
abortion is “self-serving hearsay” and does 
not demonstrate that any individual woman 
would face an “undue burden” in seeking 
access to care, lawyers for the state of Texas 
argued in a brief filed Tuesday with the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 

At issue in the appeal is whether the pro- 
vision in HB 2 - the abortion regulations 
law enacted this summer - requiring all 
abortion-performing doctors to have hospi- 
tal-admitting privileges within 30 miles of 
each clinic where they provide care is 
unconstitutional on its face. That’s what 
federal District Judge Lee Yeakel ruled last 
month after a three-day trial. He deter- 
mined that the provision does not have any 
rational connection to the state’s ambition 
to “protect fetal life,” nor the alleged desire 
to protect the health and safety of women, 
and it presents an undue burden on women 
seeking safe and legal care. 

A lawsuit challenging the provision was 
brought by abortion providers - including 
Planned Parenthood and Whole Woman’s 
Health, both of which provide abortion care 
in Austin - and the ACLU, arguing that the 
provision unconstitutionally violates wom- 
en’s rights to due process and equal protec- 
tion. If the law was allowed to take effect 
Oct. 29 as proposed, they argued, more than 
a dozen providers across the state would 
cease providing abortions, some would 
close, and more than 22,000 women would 
be left with no meaningful access to care. 

The state appealed Yeakel’s Oct. 28 rul- 
ing, and a three-judge panel of the 5th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals granted the state 
an immediate stay, allowing the law to take 
effect. The providers immediately appealed 
to the U.S. Supremes, asking the high court 
to vacate the 5th Circuit ruling and reim- 
pose Yeakel’s findings. 

On Tuesday, the state filed its reply, argu- 
ing that there’s ample evidence the provi- 
sion would protect women’s health, and that 



the providers have yet to demonstrate that 
the law would actually pose an undue bur- 
den on any particular woman. The argu- 
ments rest in part on the idea that the pro- 
viders should have offered proof to Yeakel 
that individual women seeking care would 
be harmed, and that aggregate information 
from providers about whether they would 
be able to provide abortions - and then esti- 
mating the number of women who would be 
prevented from receiving care - isn’t suffi- 
cient to confirm an undue burden. “[T]he 
closure of abortion clinics cannot be an 
undue burden absent findings or evidence 
that patients will encounter a substantial 
obstacle to obtaining abortions from other 
providers,” reads the state’s response, add- 
ing that it is “undisputed” that abortions 
will remain available in Texas, even if 
women would have to travel farther to 
access those services. The state says 
Supreme Court precedent “establishes that 
travel distances of [the sort that would hap- 
pen in Texas] do not qualify as an ‘undue 
burden.’” Moreover, they say the providers 
have never argued that Texas “enacted HB 
2’s hospital-admitting-privileges require- 


ment with the ‘purpose’ of imposing a 
substantial obstacle on abortion patients.” 

What is not addressed by the state, how- 
ever, is what has happened since the 5th 
Circuit ruled. Immediately, more than a 
dozen abortion clinics across the state - 
including the only providers in the Rio 
Grande Valley - ceased providing care, turn- 
ing away hundreds of women with previously 
scheduled appointments in just the first days 
after the law took effect. Providers in Fort 
Worth, McAllen, Waco, Lubbock, Austin, and 
San Antonio have had to suspend - at least 
temporarily - their operations, scrambling to 
help women receive care elsewhere, in many 
cases hundreds of miles away. And given the 
reality not only of distance in Texas, but also 
of the impact of existing abortion regulations 
- including a 24-hour waiting period, state- 
mandated counseling, and ultrasound 
examination - the impact on women seeking 
legal care has been immediate. 

In certain areas of the state, operations 
may begin again, as doctors obtain privi- 
leges, but the fact that the clinics have had 
to suspend operations speaks to another 
defect in the law. The law provided doctors 
less time to apply for and to receive privi- 
leges than state law allows hospitals to 
make such decisions: that is, less than 90 
days for doctors to obtain privileges, while 
state law allows hospitals up to 170 days 
after an application to decide whether to 
grant those privileges. Meanwhile, in more 
remote areas of the state, doctors already 
know they will not be able to obtain the 
necessary credentials. The state says HB 2 
provides an outlet for those doctors who 
can’t obtain privileges: a severability 
clause that would allow individual doctors 
to demonstrate they are unable to comply - 
but in practice, that would require every 
negatively impacted doctor to bring a law- 
suit against the state. 

As we go to press Wednesday, the plain- 
tiffs were considering whether to file a 
response to the state’s brief. - Jordan Smith 


Council: isn't That Special? 


How do you know when City Council 
would rather punt than fight? When it 
appoints a special committee. 

That’s what’s scheduled to happen at next 
week’s Council meeting (Nov. 21), when a 
“Council Special Committee on the Spec- 
ial Events Ordinance” will presumably be 
formed to “hold public meetings and compile 
and report findings.” There’s already been a 
staff/stakeholder group on the subject meet- 
ing for some months (see “Event Horizon,” 
July 12); apparently, whatever they’ve accom- 
plished hasn’t quite reached sufficient con- 
sensus for Council action. So, while the lat- 
est subcommittee is gathering public input 
and answering big questions (e.g. , “What 
makes an Event really Special?”), maybe they 
can also decide which Council committees 
get to be called “Special.” And is a special 


committee like a blue ribbon task force? 

Although the agenda won’t be finalized 
until this Friday, Nov. 14, it’s already a sub- 
stantial list, including many zoning cases 
pushed back from the Nov. 7 session, abbre- 
viated so that city staff could continue help- 
ing with the Onion Creek flood recovery 
efforts. There’s also the anticipated return of 
the urban farms ordinance: There’s a pub- 
lic hearing scheduled along with revisions to 
the relevant ordinance, but we won’t be sur- 
prised if both are delayed; the various parties 
(e.g., neighborhood associations vs. urban 
farmers) are still contentious, and may not 
have had time to resolve their differences 
since they first clashed before the dais. 

There are also a series of pilot proposals 
covering registration of rental properties 
(primarily for Code Compliance reasons) in 


various neighborhoods - Rundberg, East 
Riverside/Oltorf, Hyde Park, North Loop - 
that have raised sparks in previous appear- 
ances, and might well do so again. 

Similarly, revisions are proposed to the 
city’s Minority- and Women-Owned Busi- 
ness Ordinance (aka MBE/WBE, or more 
mellifluously, “Mibby-Wibby”); no surprise 
here if that item gets extra public scrutiny. 
Likewise, one consent item: a long-term, 

$2.4 million contract with Taser Internation- 
al, Inc. for the shockers and their accesso- 
ries; no Austin Police Department ensem- 
ble is apparently complete without the latest 
zappers and holsters. The scheduled musical 
honorees are the soulful Nightowls. 

All of this, of course, if the Lord is willing 
and the creek don’t rise - a prayer we 
might all now recite with additional enthusi- 
asm. Check this space next week for a con- 
firmed agenda and, as the mayor likes to say: 
“changes and corrections.” - Michael King

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Low Turnout or Bad Law?: 
Voter ID Effects Uncertain 


The turnout numbers from the Nov. 5 
election recall the gnomic phrases of former 
Defense Department Sec. Donald Rumsfeld 
trying to explain what went wrong in Iraq. 
There are the “known knowns” - how many 
people turned up to vote, and how they 
voted. There are the “known unknowns” - 
how many people had trouble voting 
because of the state’s stringent new voter 
ID law. And then there are the “unknown 
unknowns”: What kept 91.5% of Texans 
away from the polls, and what role did that 
law play? The answers to the latter could 
become exhibit A in the ongoing federal 
legal challenges to the Texas rules. 

This was the first election under the new 
photo ID law passed in 2011. Republicans 
and statewide officials pointed out that, with 
1,144,844 ballots cast statewide, turnout was 
actually higher than in the last two constitu- 
tional elections: 2009 (1,058,986 votes cast) 
and 2011 (690,052). On Oct. 25, Secretary of 
State John Steen issued a press release not- 
ing that, in the first four days of early voting, 
almost 95,000 Texans had cast a ballot in the 
state’s 15 largest counties. “That is more 
than double the 45,379 voters who voted at 
the same point in 2011, the most recent 
constitutional amendment election.” 

However, that pattern did not continue. 
By the end of e-day, voting had slowed 
significantly, placing the final statewide 
results less than 0.4% higher than the 2009 
turnout of registered voters: 8.51%, up from 
8.13%. Look back any further, and those 
statistics look less impressive. As a percent- 
age of registered voters, the 2013 election is 
only the fifth biggest of the last nine consti- 
tutional amendment elections, and is lower 
than half the 2005 turnout for the ban on 
same-sex marriage. 

Moreover, it seems that any turnout 
boost - minor as it was - was a response to 
local issues. Of the 15 largest counties in 
the state, those with the highest turnout 
voted on major local issues. Frontrunner 
Nueces turned out heavily (14.24%) to 
defeat a $44.6 million bond package to 


renovate the Galveston beachfront. Travis 
(13.75%) balloted the House District 50 
special and the city of Austin affordable 
housing bond. And Harris (13.21%) had the 
mayoral election and the vote on the future 
of the Astrodome. In fact, shamefully low 
turnouts in major counties like Dallas 
(5.99%) and El Paso (3.58%) meant the 
statewide election was mostly a coastal con- 
test: Between them, Nueces and Harris 
accounted for a quarter of the 1,144,844 
ballots cast statewide. 

Crucial questions remain: How did voter 
ID affect turnout, who was able to vote, and 
how easy was the process? Nine of 10 regis- 
tered Texas voters stayed home - but how 
many simply failed to vote, and how many 
lacked the paperwork? The supposed effort 
to provide free photo IDs to voters was an 
unmitigated flop - by election day, only 104 
were issued statewide. 

Even those who made it to the ballot box 
with ID had problems. During early voting 
and on e-day, anecdotal evidence of prob- 
lems flooded in, mostly via Twitter. 
Normally not the most reliable of resources, 
the buzz-feed was lent extra credibility 
when Texas Observer associate editor 
Forrest Wilder tweeted that the magazine’s 
controller Krissi Trumeter “was just told 
she couldn’t vote with a U.S. passport even 
though that’s an approved form of voter 
ID.” It took half an hour of arguing before 
she could exercise her democratic right. 

The names are as embarrassing for Texas 
as the numbers. Democratic gubernatorial 
candidate Sen. Wendy Davis, D-Fort Worth, 
was required to sign an affidavit affirming 
her identity because her driver’s license 
uses her maiden name, Russell, as her mid- 
dle name. In a moment of dramatic irony, 
even Attorney General Greg Abbott - or, as 
his license calls him, “Gregory Wayne 
Abbott” - had similar problems at the voting 
booth. Because the ID and the name on the 
voter roll were not identical, both had to sign 
affidavits confirming they were who they 
said they were. - Richard Whittaker

Flood relief efforts continue 


Officials from the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA) last weekend sur- 
veyed the damage to help in determining what, if any- 
thing, local flood victims could receive in federal emer- 
gency support. FEMA is expected to deliver an assess- 
ment report to Gov. Rick Perry by the end of the week 
to help in determining if federal assistance will be 
requested. 

Some financial help is already on the way. On Nov. 8, 
State Reps. Eddie Rodriguez and Paul Workman 

joined State Sen. Judith Zaffirini to announce the 
creation of a Travis County flood relief fund. Two town 
hall meetings were held this week to provide information 
about the fund and to discuss long-term recovery. 

The short-term efforts, however, are ramping down. 
Almost two weeks after the cleanup began, the 
Flood Assistance Center at the Dove Springs 
Recreation Center will reduce hours of operation to 
l:30-6:30pm. The Red Cross served its last mobile 
meal on Nov. 11. Officials say the 38 remaining shel- 
tered flood victims will be provided meals and snacks as 


long as the flood center remains open. City of Austin 
staff will provide info about the buyout program and 
reconstruction permitting. 

The cleanup work remains ongoing. City crews have 
removed about 2,200 tons of debris thus far, with assis- 
tance Monday from representatives from the Parks and 
Recreation urban forestry program. Over the weekend, 
some 500 volunteers also pitched in. Though there’s 
been an outpouring of community support, help is still 
needed. Those wishing to volunteer can register at www. 
handsoncentraltexas.org. Monetary donations can be 
made directly to the American Red Cross of Cen- 
tral Texas. Donations of nonperishable food, clothing, 
and cleanup supplies can be dropped off at the First 
Independent Baptist Church at 8401 Bluff 
Springs. At this time, no more tools are needed. 

City and county representatives are encouraging any 
affected residents who have not yet accessed Red Cross 
services to call 512/928-4271 or visit the Flood 
Assistance Center between l:30-6:30pm to meet with a 
caseworker.

UT to Slash Memorial Museum Funding 


The Texas Memorial Museum, which will celebrate its 75th 
anniversary in January, faces a budget cut from UT-Austin of about 
$600,000 - roughly 75% of its current total budget. 

Officially scheduled to take effect on Sept. 1, 2014, the cuts will 
likely force the museum to eliminate its outreach programs, its 
public events, and most of its staff, which currently includes 11 full- 
time employees as well as a few paid docents. The museum is cur- 
rently open seven days a week - once the cuts take effect, it will 
likely remain open only five days a week. 

For the present, admission is free and the museum welcomes 
more than 85,000 visitors a year - it’s a local as well as a state institu- 
tion, well-known for its exhibits on prehistoric life, evolution, rocks 
and minerals, and wildlife, with a uniquely Texan approach, often 
listing the specific Texas county where an item was discovered. 

But as museum director Edward Theriot says, “The exhibits are 
just one of the things we do.” The 
museum and its staff put signifi- 
cant emphasis on their education- 
al programs and outreach, annual- 
ly training more than 350 educa- 
tors, who in turn teach some 20,000 
students each year. They also cre- 
ate curriculum guides for teachers 
touring the museum with their 
students. And through a program 
called Museum Express, the staff 
visits area classrooms, presents 
fossils and rocks, and discusses 
geology and biology with students. 

The museum also hosts a vari- 
ety of events throughout the year, 
such as Darwin Day (celebrating 
Charles Darwin’s birthday) and 
Fright, a Halloween event that this 
year attracted 2,000 visitors. The 
museum plans to continue current 
programs and events to the extent 
possible, until the budget cuts 
actually take effect. However, 

Theriot notes, “We’re certainly not 
starting any new programs.” 

According to Lee Clippard, the 
director of communications for u, 
the College of Natural Sciences, o 
the overall budget of the Texas ^ 

Memorial Museum to date has ° 
been somewhere around > 

$800,000, with about $600,000 of £ 
that coming directly from the * 

College of Natural Sciences. 

Clippard recognizes that “there are no easy choices here,” but 
says that the college’s budget “has been pretty much in stasis 
and not going to be increasing.” The cuts to the Texas Memorial 
Museum, he says, have been the most significant budget reduc- 
tions the college has undertaken, because Natural Sciences 
Dean Linda Hicke wants to make sure the budget is available for 
recruiting and retaining the best faculty, as well as for the 
college’s undergraduate education program. 

Gary Susswein, the UT-Austin director of media relations, says 
that each college at the university has authority over its own bud- 
get, and the decision to cut museum funding was made specifically 
by the College of Natural Sciences. However, Susswein does note 
that the situation is reflective of the university’s budget overall, 
which has been essentially flat for five years. He also says that state 
funding has been cut over the last decade, and the administration 
doesn’t plan on raising tuition in the future. 

Theriot and museum supporters are currently exploring alterna- 
tive funding, and Theriot is especially looking for donors. While 
some have suggested simply implementing an admission charge, 
that’s unlikely. “We’re certainly going to look into that, but it’s not 


the easy answer that some people think it would be,” Theriot says. 
“Believe me, if charging would just take care of it, we’d have done 
it a long time ago.” 

Theriot says the costs of implementing admission fees offset the 
benefits, and most museums that do charge admission frequently 
change exhibits to keep the community interested - and the turn- 
stiles churning. Changing exhibits requires a significant amount of 
time, effort, and money, which - due to the cuts - the museum 
won’t have. Additionally, Theriot fears that attendance would 
decline if the museum is no longer free - and head counts of those 
benefited is especially important to potential philanthropists. 

Case in point: Early in November, Tim Klatt was visiting the 
museum with his two young children, to see the “dinosaur bones 
and rocks,” as one of his kids explained. Klatt brings his children to 
the museum a couple times a year, and if the museum charged 

admission fees, he says, he likely 
wouldn’t visit nearly as often. 

The museum receives $108,000 
annually from the state, and an 
additional $40,000 or so from 
donations and gift shop profits. 
To respond to the reduced fund- 
ing, the museum will likely only 
employ three full-time employ- 
ees: a security guard, a gift shop 
manager and a third person in 
charge of essentially everything 
else. Theriot says that the gift 
shop, beyond covering its own 
budget, generates profits for the 
museum - so there would be no 
benefit to cutting it. While the 
museum itself will likely stay the 
same in content, he says, the out- 
reach programs and events will 
end, and he’s frankly worried 
about the museum’s future. “If 
nothing else is done, the museum 
will likely deteriorate both physi- 
cally and in terms of intellectual 
and academic content and value.” 
Theriot himself will lose his 
museum director position, and 
return full-time to being a profes- 
sor of molecular evolution. 

As bleak as the institutional 
future appears, the employees 
who will lose their jobs are in an 
especially difficult position. 
Theriot notes, “The dollar amount 
is what everybody wants to go to - but now there’s 11 people work- 
ing, and [after the cuts] there will only enough money to employ 
three, maybe four, people.” 

The museum’s exhibits designer, John Maisano, and its 
biodiversity educator, Laura Keffer, will likely be laid off next 
September. Maisano is a working sculptor, but says he largely 
depends upon his income from the museum, where he has worked 
for 13 years. Keffer, who’s pregnant, says she’s “definitely con- 
cerned” about her future. Keffer began working at the museum 
while earning her geology degree from UT. Upon graduating in 
2004, she was offered a full-time job there. Keffer echoes Maisano, 
who says, “For all of us, this is so much more than a job. We love 
reaching out to teachers, students, family, and the community as a 
whole.” While Theriot, Maisano, and Keffer all recognize that these 
are difficult times, Maisano says the news of the cuts “sort of blind- 
sided all of us.” 

But the cuts, Maisano insists, won’t prevent the museum from 
offering the best possible experience to its guests during the com- 
ing year. “We don’t want to make the community suffer,” he tells 
me. “We want to go out on a high note.” - Mac McCann

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How Green Is My Military? 


Napoleon said that an army marches on its 
stomach. The modern army eats batteries. 
This week, military staffers and green tech 
firms met in Austin for the Defense Energy 
Summit and Technology Showcase. Part 
trade show, part lecture series, attendees 
discussed the question of how to create a 
greener, more efficient military. 

The U.S. military’s impulses can seem 
schizophrenic: As summit attendees dis- 
cussed water efficiency and exotic-material 
portable wind turbines, the Department of 
Defense roiled with controversy about its 
next-generation battle tank, the Ground 
Combat Vehicle - at 84 tons, it’s double 
the weight of the Bradley Fighting Vehicle it 
replaces. Traditionally, some green activists 
have been squeamish, even openly dismis- 
sive, about the idea of an eco-army, calling it 
greenwashing. The overwhelming sentiment 
of attendees here was that the eco-pioneers 
are well-intentioned, but a little naive. David 
Minster of security and technology firm 
Sandia National Laboratories noted that 
much green tech was designed by idealists - 
a blend of start-up-culture zealots and enviro- 
enthusiasts - and secure systems that 
would comply with military procurement 
specifications weren’t at the top of their 
design agendas. 

Overall, the big question was about power: 
how to generate it, how to store it, how to 
transport it. According to Lt. Col. Keith Mati- 
skella, chief of requirements for the Rapid 
Equipping Force, energy is the key to mili- 
tary operations, but also an impediment. 

Last year, his office assessed the average 
load of a soldier in combat at 110 pounds. 
The issue was simple: “Batteries and batter- 
ies and batteries.” By reassessing logistics 
and changing technical specs, they cut bat- 
tery weight by 33%. He said, “If you tell 
someone they can carry two to three pounds 
less batteries, they say, ‘Great, I can carry 
more bullets’”

Large, permanent military facilities face 
the same eco challenges that any large busi- 
ness faces, but much of the more specific 
discussion rotated around the unique chal- 
lenge of supporting troops and personnel in 
the field. That doesn’t just mean combat 
operations. As Texas Army National Guard 
energy manager Amanda Cambre noted, two 
of the force’s biggest deployments in recent 
years have been in response to Hurricane 
Katrina and to the Bastrop fires. Both came 
with unique logistical challenges. For exam- 
ple, during Katrina, supply vehicles were stop- 
ping at every gas station they saw to top off, 
because they didn’t know when they would 
next see fuel. But deeper than that, there are 
complex technical issues, like finding ways to 
transfer between power sources quickly and 
smoothly in a field hospital. Cambre said, 
“Those three minutes when they had to 
switch over could be a matter of life and 
death.” - Richard Whittaker

AUSTIN BIKE SHARE ROLLS OUT 


On Wednesday, city officials 
announced the rollout of the Austin 
bike share program. Service will 
launch Dec. 21 with 110 bikes and 
11 stations, including one sponsored 
by the Chronicle. The full project will 
be completed by March 1, 2014, with 
expanded stations planned to service 
the UT-Austin campus, Riverside 
Drive, Zilker Park, and East Austin. 

These first locations were whittled 
down from the suggestions provided 
by Austinites over the summer. 

Voters were also able to choose the 
bicycle color, ultimately settling on 
red. The adjustable bikes will each 
be outfitted with front and rear 
lights, bells, and baskets. Day-to-day 
operation and maintenance will be 
handled by the Bike Share of 
Austin nonprofit. 

Annual memberships for the 
service will be offered at $80, weekly 
passes at $25, and day passes at 
$8. Less frequent users can check 
out a bike for free for the first 30 
minutes, but will be charged $4 for 
every half hour thereafter. 

For a limited time, a Founding 
Membership card is also being 
offered for $250, which includes a 
three-year membership, plus recogni- 
tion on the Austin B-cycle website 
(http://austin.bcycle.com). The first 
25 founding members to sign up will 
be the first Austinites to ride the 
bikes at the Dec. 21 kickoff event. 
You can sign up online, or through 
the Apple or Android apps.

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Austin’s Water Prospectors 

New city rules have slowed the demand, but urban wells 
remain a hot commodity in wealthy neighborhoods

There’s a price to pay for watering lawns 
and filling swimming pools, but hundreds 
of Austin residents have discovered they 
can run the tap as long as they want and 
still evade a high utility bill - and even 
restrictions on lawn watering. Their rule of 
thumb? The “rule of capture” - the state’s 
long established, tried-and-tested property 
rights law granting property owners the 
right to “capture” and use the water beneath 
their land. 

Well water is the lifeblood of rural areas 
and far-flung subdivisions around Austin, 
but in the last few years it’s also become a 
trendy amenity in the well-to-do neighbor- 
hoods of West Austin. Facing an unrelent- 
ing drought, outdoor watering restrictions, 
and rising water bills, many homeowners 
with discretionary incomes have responded 
by drilling hundreds of feet below the sur- 
face to draw from an unregulated section of 
the Edwards Aquifer. 

By sinking between $20,000 and $30,000 
into a new well, homeowners can defy 
Mother Nature and the utility, while recoup- 
ing their investment through savings on 
their water bill. 

The urban well-drilling craze began gath- 
ering steam in 2009, eventually creating a 
domino effect in the 78703 ZIP code - home 
to some of the city’s most influential mov- 
ers and shakers, and ground zero for the 


surge in drilling activity during 2011 and 
2012 (first reported in the Chronicle in July 
2011.) The high-water mark of 2012 saw 137 
new wells drilled in the city’s service area, 
about 62 of them in 78703, which includes 
Pemberton Heights, an old-money neigh- 
borhood of stately mansions on large lots, 
and Tarry town, just west of MoPac. 

Urban well owners comprise an elite class 
whose members include UT coaches Mack 
Brown and Rick Barnes, and golfing legend 
Ben Crenshaw. In the spring of 2012, Attor- 
ney General Greg Abbott - potentially the 
next governor, in line to lead a new $2 bil- 
lion state water program - hired a driller to 
install a well on his Pemberton Heights 
property. Eight months later, his neighbor 
down the road, former House Speaker and 
current Rep. Tom Craddick, an oil man 
from Midland, began pumping water from 
the aquifer, too. 

Wrangling Wells 

As West Austin vibrated with drilling 
activity during 2011 and 2012, city water 
officials were monitoring the rising num- 
ber of city wells appearing on the database 
of the state water board, which registers 
well-drilling. But the lag time between 
well installations and data entries was 
frustrating to Austin Water officials, as was 
the uncertainty of how many new wells 


were in the pipeline. More alarming, the 
number of wells going into the ground was 
outpacing the number of permits the city 
was issuing for electrical and plumbing 
work on wells. 

Acting on what little local, indirect power 
it has over water wells - its charge to protect 
the healthfulness and safety of the munici- 
pal water system - the city, in October 2012, 
enacted an ordinance requiring registration 
of existing, new, or planned wells on prop- 
erties that receive water or wastewater ser- 
vice from the city. The registration man- 
date, and $90 annual fee, put the city in a 
better position to enforce the permit 
requirement for electrical and plumbing 
work performed at the well site. 

“For whatever reason, these well drillers 
were operating under the assumption that 
all they have to do is meet state require- 
ments,” said Tony Canales, special services 
division manager overseeing the ordi- 
nance’s implementation. “We started find- 
ing cross connections, where the pump 
itself actually exceeded city water pressure, 
causing well water to pump back into our 
system,” he said. Now, the city can prevent 
future such mishaps with advance notice 
requirements, which prospective well own- 
ers must file five business days before start- 
ing any type of well work, whether it’s drill- 
ing a new well or plugging an old one. 


Texas Monthly founder and community 
activist Mike Levy added a well to his prop- 
erty shortly before the ordinance went into 
effect. But Levy, the son of a master plumb- 
er, said he didn’t need an ordinance to tell 
him you shouldn’t cross-connect a well with 
the city’s water system. Levy, who serves on 
the city’s Public Safety Commission, says 
he uses the well water for irrigating and 
maintaining his pool. By his own account, 
he is a frugal and responsible well owner 
who follows the same once-weekly outdoor 
watering schedule that the city applies to 
water customers. Keeping water in the pool 
during hot summer months is a little tricki- 
er, given the high rate of evaporation. “I 
think I’m doing a good thing by not tapping 
into the city water supply,” Levy said. 

Side Effects 

While it wasn’t the city’s expressed intent 
to curtail the well explosion over an unregu- 
lated portion of the Edwards Aquifer, the 
ordinance has apparently put a crimp in the 
drilling business. As of Nov. 1, about 65 new 
water wells had been drilled in the city ser- 
vice area since the ordinance took effect, 
compared to the 137 drilled in 2012. 

All told, the city now has 320 well registra- 
tions on file for existing and new wells, but 
there are several hundred other unregistered 
wells - many of them decades old - that the 
city needs to check on. “We stepped in to 
make sure people follow health and safety 
regulations and to protect the water supply 
for our customers,” said Daryl Slusher, an 
Austin Water assistant director who oversees 
the utility’s conservation programs. “If 
there’s been a decrease in the amount of 
drilling since then, that’s just a side effect, 
but we were aiming at health and safety.”

In the last four years, more wells than ever 
have been drilled in Austin, with the most 
noticeable - and unusual - concentration 
accumulating in West Austin neighborhoods 
straddling MoPac, where urban dwellers have 
turned to groundwater for their irrigation 
needs. The 2011-12 boom added 80 new pri- 
vate residential wells to the 78703 landscape 
alone, according to Texas Water Development 
Board records. 

The growth spurt has cooled this year, 
after the city enacted a well registration ordi- 
nance in October 2012. Since then, the city 
has received 320 well registrations for exist- 
ing and new water wells (as of July), but says 
there are still an estimated 375 unregistered 
wells, many of them decades old. A smaller 
segment of working wells are for public sup- 
ply, livestock, monitoring, and industrial use.

Bee Cave Drilling of Dripping Springs, 
until recently one of the most active drillers 
on the west side, has seen much of its urban 
business dry up in the last year. “For a long 
time we were really focused on Pemberton 
Heights and Tarrytown neighborhoods,” 
project manager Kevin Langford said. “But 
those areas have really slowed down since 
that ordinance went in. A lot of folks just 
don’t want to report to the city that they 
have a well. They don’t want government in 
their business any more than they have to. 
There’s a certain level of distrust there ... 
they’re afraid that the city is going to come 
in and prevent them from using their well. 
We’re assuring people that the city doesn’t 
have that authority. 

“I obviously wish they hadn’t made 
things a little bit more complicated,” he 
said, before adding brightly, “but they cer- 
tainly have worked well with us and they’re 
working well with the customers.” 

Well of Uncertainty 

The importance of knowing where the 
wells are and what they’re used for - most 
are for irrigating - extends beyond protect- 
ing the public water system. Local authori- 
ties and environmentalists are also con- 
cerned about the long-term impact the 
additional wells will have on this section of 
the Edwards Aquifer. Unlike the Barton 
Springs segment to the south, where the 
groundwater is regulated by a conservation 
district, little is known about the northern 
segment. “There hasn’t been enough study 
on this aquifer, but this is something the 
Watershed Protection Department is begin- 
ning to do as part of this ordinance,” Slusher 
said. Monitoring wells are being drilled to 
address two key questions: How much 
water is in the aquifer, and how much 
pumping can it sustain? 


At a time when Texas is addressing the 
state’s shrinking water supply by estab- 
lishing a $2 billion fund to pay for reser- 
voirs, pipelines, and - by law - conserva- 
tion programs, one has to wonder how 
Abbott, should he become governor, would 
address the state’s water shortages while 
draining a natural water source to keep his 
grass green. 

Environmental engineer Lauren Ross 
knows a few things about this section of the 
aquifer from her work on the city’s Water 
Treatment Plant 4 project, as well as her 
own curiosity. What Ross has found is that 
the northern aquifer water exists mostly in 
isolated pockets that bubble up in a lot of 
little springs rather than a single big one. 
“And if you look at those springs just strict- 
ly from a water supply perspective, they’re 
almost so small as to be ludicrous” - mean- 
ing they’ll eventually fall victim to the 
water well trend. 

However small the springs are, they still 
hold historical and species value, Ross said. 
“There seems to be a relationship between 
things that can’t live anywhere else that are 
dependent on the tiny little spring flows,” 
she said. She has located one of these newly 
endangered springs north of 38th Street, on 
the east side of Shoal Creek. Another she’s 
found near Red Bud Isle, in an area that she 
accessed by boat. This is where Ross found 
what she described as a beautiful spring sys- 
tem, replete with an old stone wall that she 
reckons is the remnant of a spring house. 
Eventually, that beautiful spring system will 
go dry from all the pumping in Pemberton 
Heights, she said. “How are we going to 
weigh the value of these small springs 
against a private property owner’s right to fill 
a pool and have a grassy, green lawn?” 

That’s a question Austin may need 
to answer. ■

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'Murder Ballad Murder Mystery’ 

PAPER CHAIRS RESURRECTS ITS HIT MUSICAL AS PORTABLE, HIT-AND-RUN 
BAR ENTERTAINMENT 

Usually, when a play reaches the end of its run, it’s dead, departed, gone with the wind. Once in a while, though, a show 
gets pulled back from oblivion, and such is the case with Murder Ballad Murder Mystery, the backwoods musical by Elizabeth 
Doss (book) and Mark Stewart (score) that scored critical raves and multiple awards when it premiered in 2009. Now, like the 
ghost-faced killers who populate its swampy setting, it once more walks among us - only this time the show won’t be haunt- 
ing a theatre as it did in its original co-production by Tutto Theatre and Vortex Repertory Company, and it won’t be the full- 
length, site-specific spectacle seen before. Paper Chairs, the company that grew out of that staging, has reconceived the 
show as a shorter, portable production to be presented in saloons. The new incarnation will debut at three local watering 
holes, as well as one in New Orleans (for the New Orleans Fringe Festival), and one in Marfa. The cast has been whittled 
down to eight characters, and director Keri Boyd and designer Lisa Laratta have worked to make the space adaptable to any 
environment. Playwright/performer Doss explained the show’s second life in an email exchange. - Robert Faires

Austin Chronicle: Why revisit a show that worked so well 
before , and why change it? 

Elizabeth Doss: The original Murder Ballad Murder Mystery 
was the first time that many of the now 14 [Paper Chairs] 
company members worked together, and we’ve felt a collec- 
tive urge to revisit our first collaboration. We wanted to refine 
a show we had built from the ground up. While there was so 
much we loved about our first stab at 
this play - its expansive design, the 
hyperbolized style, and the reckless 
tone - we felt there was conceptual 
potential that had eluded us the first 
time around. In the last year, we’ve 
done public readings and workshops 
to strengthen the characters, simplify 
the plot, solidify the world, and give the piece a more minimal 
aesthetic. It will feel familiar to those who saw it last time, 
but this is really a new play in many ways. 

AC: Why reconceive it as portable bar entertainment? 

ED: In the last production, we put a lot of effort into creating 
a saloon-like feel, so it seemed natural to stage this version

in the belly of the beast. We love the idea that a play’s stag- 
ing could be flexible enough to adapt to and even build upon 
whatever environment we find ourselves in. And creating a 
show in a pedestrian space makes us explore possibilities we 
could easily overlook in a theatre. We love to expose the 
labor of creation, and an open bar setting requires this 
approach. As bars can feel both intimate and unruly, they 

serve these sometimes heartrending 
and sometimes terrifying murder bal- 
lads. We wanted the host of obstacles 
touring brings to inform our choices: 
to make us fully justify each element 
we introduce and think twice about 
the whims we normally entertain when 
a show only lives in one space. Plus, 
touring affords an opportunity to connect with other communi- 
ties. We’re excited to see how this piece lands with folks who 
don’t know us and how the show was originally staged. 

We decided to approach touring with the band-in-a-van 
model, so being able to drive to a given destination was defi- 
nitely a factor. As Marfa and New Orleans are destinations in 


themselves, we’re curious to see how the show fits inside 
these specific atmospheres. Besides, we want the tour to 
feel like a working vacation, and we had a group hankering for 
beignets and hot springs. 

AC: Did you want to connect with a different audience , a non- 
theatregoing crowd? 

ED: Reaching a new audience was never our specific inten- 
tion, but it is an added bonus. We’re only charging dona- 
tions at the door so that a bar’s regulars aren’t made to pay 
for entertainment thrust upon them. We’re curious to see 
how this piece interacts with the unsuspecting bar patron 
just out for a pint on a Tuesday. Our workshop at the 
Longbranch Inn last May was very successful in this way. 
People seemed bewildered but delighted by our presence in 
their neighborhood bar. 

AC: If this tour is successful , will you continue to tour and look 
at doing more work in bars? 

ED: We definitely want to keep Murder Ballad on the road. 
We’re planning to touch down in other Texas cities throughout 
2014, and we’d love to go east, west, and overseas. We’re 
having a fantastic time putting this play together, but I doubt 
we’ll make more bar theatre. This is just a fun way to get us 
out of the black box. ■ 


Robert Jackson Harrington 


POCKET, LAP, PUBLIC LIBRARY 


“I don’t really have a studio,” freely admits Robert Jackson Harrington, “in that I don’t have 
a dedicated space to make artwork. My studio is my lap.” Kept in brown envelopes and 
milk crates, Harrington’s substantial archive of drawings is tucked away in the 
small Eastside home he shares with his wife and daughter. During our visit, he 
spread out a generous group of these works on paper: small collages of low- 
riders and monster trucks strapped down with brightly colored strips of paper, 
delicate groupings of striated poles rendered in graphite, and press materials 
for an upcoming art-experiment concocted in coordination with the 
Yarborough branch of the Austin Public Library and the Drawing Center in 
New York. To be sure, Harrington has a sculptural practice as well, binding 
and suspending the detritus of every day industry in tightly balanced groups. 

Just imagine if Home Depot took a conceptual art class. Yeah.

Robert Jackson Harrington: When I first 
started working with that kind of sculpture, I 
didn’t consider them sculptures really, but rather 
a hybrid of sculpture and installation. They’re 
adaptable and modular, to fit different spaces. 

I do preparatory drawings and I have a pretty 
good idea of how the work is going to come out. 


Austin Chronicle: Portability seems 
to be a big issue in your work. I know , 
for example , your Museum of Pocket Art ... 
RJH: Well, I’m originally from El Paso, and I 
did my undergraduate studies there. But 
there were no real art opportunities, no gal- 
leries to show at - so I needed a space and 


decided to create the Museum 
of Pocket Art. I always liked the 
idea that we create spaces, and 
/ it was initially created to give 
people a space to show. The art- 
work could be no bigger than a busi- 
ness card. But I was afraid that I would 
become the Pocket Art guy, and I always con- 
sidered it a side project, as I never put my 
own art in it. 

AC: But that seems like that ethos carries 
over into your drawing practice , especially in 


terms of how small your drawings are. 

RJH: Intimate. Yeah. I’ve always worked 
that way two-dimensionally. I learned how 
to draw by copying comics. And I loved 
drawing Garfield because he was easy to 
reproduce; I couldn’t draw Charlie Brown. 
AC: Yes! There’s actually a short 
essay by Chris Ware where he reckons 
with the difficulty of drawing Charles 
Schulz’s characters. 

RJH: What I think is amazing is that 
Schulz used a specific pen nib, and the 
manufacturer quit making them, so 
Schulz bought out the rest of the stock 
from the manufacturer. As a young child, I 
never thought about nib differences. I was 
focused on more basic desires. When I was 
six, one of my birthday presents was a ream 
of paper and I was ... Oh, my god. That gift 
blew my mind, because it was blank paper 
with no lines! I couldn’t stop drawing. ■

Art Lives Here 

Jennifer Chenoweth's home embodies the essence 
of the East Austin Studio Tour

Even before you enter the house at East 
Second and Waller, there’s so much to see: tow- 
ering colored stalks rising from the yard, a 
flame-hued metal arch suspended in the air over 
a like ring of fire embedded in the garden, grav- 
ity-defying planters sitting sideways on the exte- 
rior walls. But that’s just a taste of what’s waiting 
once you step over the threshold. Inside, art is 
everywhere you look - on walls, on tables, on the 
floor, behind doors, in the hall, the parlor, the 
bathroom. Seemingly every surface in this 
1,700-square-foot home is given over to the dis- 
play of some drawing, painting, sculpture, print, 
or work of metal, and as your eyes work to take 
it all in, your nose texts you, “Something’s on the 
stove, and it smells powerful good. #chiles 
#chicken #hominy.” And sure enough, as you 
step into the spacious, light-drenched kitchen 
and dining room, you’re greeted by a simmering, 
four-gallon pot of northern New Mexican posole 
bianco, freshly cooked up by the hostess of this 
East Austin Studio Tour stop and just waiting for 
any visitors to dish themselves up a bowl. 

Last year was my first trip to Fisterra Studio 
during EAST, but it’s long been a special spot on 
the annual art showcase. The 106-year-old wood- 
frame building isn’t just the place where Jennifer 
Chenoweth makes her art; it’s also where she 
lives, and the way she opens it up to people - art- 
ists and visitors alike - reflects that. Chenoweth 
openly shares her space, inviting multiple artists 
to show with her and allowing visitors access to 
every part of her home. She extends hospitality 
to every person who visits, greeting them and 
giving them drink and food (the posole is a tradi- 
tion). She treats people not as potential custom- 
ers but as guests whom she wants to feel wel- 
come in this place of hers. And in doing so, she 
taps into the genius of EAST, the essential ele- 
ment that may be most responsible for the %. 
crowds turning out fall after fall in steadily grow- 
ing numbers: personal contact with the artist. 

Viewers aren’t just admiring art in isolation on the walls of 
a gallery or museum, but engaging with the person who 
made it, often in the spot where they did the work. EAST 
isn’t about the aesthetics of the work or a commercial trans- 
action - though you’d best believe the participants in the 
tour are happy to hear your response to their creations and 
happier still if you want to pay them to take some home. 
EAST is about that connection to the person behind the art, 
and you get to make a helluva connection to Chenoweth 
when you stop by her home. 

Ask her about the open-door, grab-a-beer, make-yourself- 
at-home, art-on-every-surface approach to the tour, and 
Chenoweth will tell you that’s just how she does things. 
“This is my natural way to host a party. For years I’ve had 
regular breakfast parties where I short-order cook break- 
fast for a group of friends. Now it’s just once a year or so, 
since I cook a hot breakfast for my kids and host EAST. I 
am very open and like to have parties and talk to people. 
People respond to how they are treated, so I try to be very 
welcoming and friendly. I’ve made a lot of great friends 
through EAST. 

“It is so much fun to show art in the context of how I live. 
Everything here relates and is personal, and that’s what 


helps people see how and why I make the choices I do in my 
art and life. In fact, this year for the first time, my bedroom 
will be shown pretty much as it’s been this year; my art in 
that room all circles back in on itself.” 

Chenoweth has opened her home to the tour since EAST 
launched in 2004, but in the beginning she had no real 
sense of who would walk through her door. “The first year, 
my house was hung full of art - resident artists and my col- 
lection of friends’ work,” she says. “I expected very few 
people, and about 500 people came. I was totally shocked. 
Everyone asked over and over ‘What’s that?’ so the next 
year I started labeling everything. Two women about my 
age were asking ‘What’s that?’ about a lot of things and then 
got really excited about the paintings in my bathroom, 
which were mine. They gave me a big upbraiding that if I 
was that good of an artist, I had a duty to make art. I had not 
made art for a while and was despairing. It totally woke me 
up and tasked me with my calling as an artist.” 

Showing other artists has always been important to 
Chenoweth, but she tries to keep the process of determin- 
ing who will show at Fisterra during EAST as organic as 
possible. “I like the work to be diverse and to show the kind 
of work I don’t make,” she says. “Throughout the year, I 


come across people who interest me, and I invite them. 
We’re going to become like family after this crazy shared 
experience, [which makes it] really hard because I want 
everyone from past years back. But then there would be no 
room for new [artists]. I force myself to change. One year I 
didn’t have Monique Capanelli for that reason, and it just 
wasn’t right without her and Dante, so she’s back.” 

The six artists she’s invited for this year’s EAST reveal 
both how Chenoweth draws from who she knows and who 
she doesn’t. Besides Capanelli, she says, “Katie Rose 
Pipkin is one of the artists I represent with Generous Art,” 
the online gallery that Chenoweth founded to help artists 
sell their work and devote a portion of their sales to support 
nonprofits. “Wells Mason and I have traded art at each 
other’s spaces the past few years, and I work with him 
through Generous Art - he’s always fun and challenging 
himself to grow. I’ve known Lee Webster for years but got 
reacquainted with her through the dance scene and invited 
her. I met Emma Hadzi Antich through the Eyes Got It 
competition last year, and she followed up and took me out 
for coffee. Why don’t artists do that more? 

“Last spring, a German photographer contacted me 
about shooting my portrait. I didn’t know much about him 
or his project, and when he showed up, he was totally game 
to play and engage. So I quickly put together an art project 
that he could document from scratch, a footprint drawing of 
me dancing to a polka that would become a gift to my friend 
Larry, who is a fabulous dancer. Larry had started coming 
to EAST the year before and had seen me do another foot- 
print drawing and was fascinated. [The photographer] 
Norman Hera, of course, then became an instant friend and 
got himself an invitation to show for EAST. I thought he 
would just ship work, but now he’s coming from Germany 
for the show and will stay in the guest room where his 
photographs will hang. He was so excited about Austin 
creatives that he came and photographed all kinds of 
Austinites and showed them in Germany, hoping to spark 
the creativity of his home community.” 

In addition to choosing the artists who will show with 
her, she starts getting her home ready months in advance. 
“Oh, I have a long list that starts in the summer. It is my 
annual house clean and polish, but it never all gets done.” 
And, of course, there’s the cooking. “Each year I cook 
posole from scratch, for each day of the tour, which means 
on Saturday night after everyone leaves, I start cooking for 
it to stew overnight for Sunday. I used to live in Santa Fe 
when I went to St. John’s College, and northern New 
Mexico-style green chile posole is a fall tradition for me. I 
buy Fresh Plus out of Bueno Green Chile often. The recipe 
is on my website.” 


Given how busy Chenoweth has 
been of late - she was the featured 
artist at the Umlauf Sculpture Garden 
& Museum Garden Party this spring, 
had a solo show at the Butridge 
Gallery this summer, launched her 
“Hedonic Map of Austin” at Co-Lab this fall, and just wrapped 
up four years of service on the Art in Public Places Panel, for 
which she received a Partner in the Arts Award from the City 
of Austin’s Economic Development Department - you might 
imagine all the preparation and effort that the tour requires is 
more than she needs on her plate. But that isn’t the case. 
“EAST gives me my place in the world, and I am really grateful 
for it,” she says. “I am thrilled when someone gets curious 
about a specific piece or detail and actually wants to engage 
about it. One year, a woman really wanted me to talk to her shy 
husband who she had dragged on the tour. He was unusually 
excited about a tiny steel piece in my studio, and after I told 
him the story of the shape, I offered to give it to him. He said 
he could not accept it as a gift, so I asked him how much he had 
in his pocket. He bought it for $10. I thought we both really 
won. He cared more about that metal shape than I did. Maybe 
that’s my motto: ‘Whoever cares the most, wins.’” ■

BRENNER EXPANDS HIS TIPS FOR YOUR 2013 EAST EXPLORATION 


There’s something about the East Austin Studio Tour’s mix of multi-artist compounds showing 
tenants’ work and single-creator home studios decked out for public consumption that makes this 
event the most compelling visual-arts opportunity of the year. EAST is a complex amalgam of the 
spectacular and the intimate strewn across the sunrise side of 1-35, and I, for one, welcome what 
our Big Medium overlords have arranged by way of fierce diversion. I won’t handicap the lineup 
with my same old picks again this year - although, hell yes, it’s always a good idea to see what’s 
up with Adreon Henry and Jennifer Balkan and Katy David, and the screenprinting wizards at 
Bearded Lady, Industry, Rural Rooster, and Obsolete Industries. Instead, let me offer these five 
new recommendations for your consideration: 

◄ Laurie Frick at Pump Project’s Flex 
Space (1109-B Shady), especially 
because this doyenne of data pre- 
sentation’s been all hooked up with 
the laser technology of MakeATX 
for her latest projects. 

• Alejandra Almuelle at Iona Hand- 
crafted Books (701 Tillery), whose 
hand-built and sgraffito’d ceramics 
often resemble beautiful potsherds 
excavated from the remains of a 
creepy Valhalla. 

• Alonso Rey (1131 Leona), because 
the Peruvian painter’s painstak- 
ing varnishing techniques alone 
are worth noting, besides the 
already stunning images in his 
works of magical realism - and 
maybe the artist will offer you an 
Inca Kola, too. 




▲ Erik Tragus (3307 Lafayette)

EXHIBITIONISM 

iiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiiii 


Alamo Aftermath: A Texas 
Revolution Operetta 

City Theatre, 3823-D Airport

You’ve probably already caught the brief 
running time in the heading above. Alamo 
Aftermath: A Texas Revolution Operetta could 
well be the shortest theatrical production per- 
formed by adults that I’ve ever attended, but 
its duration would be just right for the kinds 
of venues to which it seems particularly suit- 
ed: history museums, elementary and middle 
school classrooms, and reenactment sites. 

While City Theatre is none of these, it 
does offer an appropriately intimate, fertile 
ground for the debut of Crank Collective’s 
second installment of its Texas History Series 
(preceded by Cabeza de Vaca: Shipwrecked 
in Texas this past April and to be followed by 
Wildcat! this coming May). Aftermath tells the 
story of Jose Antonio Menchaca, a Tejano 
army officer who fought in the Battle of San 
Jacinto alongside Sam Houston and Juan 
Seguin, based “partly on Menchaca’s memoir 
and historical documents,” according to the 
Collective’s website. 

The production “byline” attributes the 
show’s creation to John Cecil (who also 
serves as producing director) and Crank 
Collective, so it’s difficult to credit the score 
to a given composer. The music, though 
frequently lighthearted and accessible to 
all ages (and accompanied solidly by a live 
band), does invoke a somewhat confusing 
melange of genres - imagine a mash-up of 
Grease and Hair, with frequent touches of 
mariachi and old-school Broadway. There’s a 
bit of visual dissonance in play when attempt- 
ing to match the musical tropes and choreog- 
raphy, but the nice thing is that most of the

songs are shortened proportionately to the 
length of the piece itself. Again, this quality 
makes Aftermath a perfect candidate for edu- 
cational outreach departments and initiatives. 

As a Midwesterner by provenance, I came 
to the musical with less knowledge of Texas 
history than many of my fellow audience 
members, including my friend, who grew up in 
Weslaco. But the high school exchange stu- 
dent from Germany who joined us had never 
even heard of the Alamo, which got us all talk- 
ing about its special significance in the fabric 
of our state. We represented three tiers of 
knowledge regarding the Texas revolution for 
independence, from the virtually nonexistent 
to the very familiar. At the end of the event, 
each of us walked away with something more. 
Alamo Aftermath may be an atypical musical 
in most every way and its potential audience 
decidedly narrow (history buffs and younger 
students being likely to be most engaged, I 
wager), but given the mostly steady perfor- 
mances of its leads, the production succeeds 
in sharing a brief history lesson with us. 
Hopefully, it will do the same with others in 
the future. - Adam Roberts

In his review of the 1993 film version 
of Much Ado About Nothing, John Simon 
writes, “No matter what they do, American 
actors will never equal British ones in 
Shakespeare, at the very least because 
they have not the right language.” Though 
Harvard-educated and well aware of 
the linguistic research suggesting that 
Elizabethan English was closer to modern 
American speech than what’s spoken in 
Britain today, Simon compares the Bard 
to Beethoven, calling both “time-travelers” 
who composed their works to be best 
articulated by instruments and voices not 
yet heard.

After witnessing the powerhouse per- 
formances by the Actors From the London 
Stage in their touring production of 
Othello, brought to Austin last week via a 
partnership between UT and the University 
of Notre Dame, I’m almost ashamed to 
admit that I agree with Simon. But was 
that because we so closely associate 
the Bard’s work with British prosody or 
because these actors simply came to 
us with unparalleled training? No doubt 
Shakespeare melds seamlessly with his- 
tory and poetry in the English primary 
classroom in a way that many American 


schoolchildren would find difficult to fath- 
om. Beyond that, these five AFTLS actors 
have pedigrees from some of the best 
brands in world drama: RADA, the Royal 
Shakespeare Company, the Bristol Old Vic 
Theatre School. 

Still, this grandiloquent quintet stomped 
into the first scene looking more like a 
modern motorcycle gang. Decked out in 
combat boots, jeans, and tight T-shirts, 
they wouldn’t have looked out of place atop 
one of our many local construction cranes. 

Inventive uses of a triangle, singing 
bowl, and bird whistle helped keep this 
traveling cast’s load light, while making it 
a bit more than a staged reading. A rous- 
ing group rendition of the “Canakin Clink” 
pub song and two stellar a cappella musi- 
cal performances by Alinka Wright as 
Desdemona and Richard Neale as lago, 
gave audience members a much needed 
emotional release from the otherwise 
relentless ferocity of lago’s envy and 
Othello’s pride. Jude Akuwudike pulled 
out all the stops as the Moor of Venice, 
spitting his grief into the floodlights like 
a cobra. 

Certainly, Americans have mounted 
some wonderful productions of Othello, 
but ultimately the Brits are too invested 
not to dominate in the Shakespearean 
arena. Ironically, years ago I saw Rupert 
Graves in London, performing in American 
playwright David Rabe’s Hurlyburly - 
its very name taken from a line from 
Macbeth, despite the play being set in 
the Hollywood Hills. Hearing a well-known 
British actor affect an American accent is 
usually a novel experience, and Graves did 
a swell job, although some might argue 
it’s easier to swing in that direction than 
from our side of the Atlantic to theirs. I’m 
fairly certain we suffered less hearing the 
San Francisco Symphony Orchestra play 
the repertoire of Metallica than we would 
have the other way around.

‘Imperial Augsburg: Renaissance Prints and

Pay attention to paper. That 
seems to be the imperative ema- 
nating from “Imperial Augsburg: 

Renaissance Prints and Drawings, 

1475-1540” at the Blanton 
Museum of Art. This exhibition, 
which originated at the National 
Gallery of Art and features graphic 
work made roughly between 
the first updrafts of the Italian 
Renaissance and the post-traumatic 
turmoil of the Reformation, maps a 
particularly productive time in the 
history of the southern Bavarian 
city of Augsburg, which is perpetu- 
ally playing handmaiden to better- 
known Nuremberg in histories of 
Renaissance art. Like other metro- 


politan centers, Augsburg had its 
share of local artists, and they were 
essential cogs in that city’s cultural 
life. The hearty patronage of Holy 
Roman Emperor Maximilian I didn’t 
hurt either; so fond of Augsburg 
was Maximilian, that he was play- 
fully dubbed its mayor. 

Augsburg was a crucible of graph- 
ic experimentation. The armorer 
Daniel Hopfer pioneered the print- 
making process of engraving by flat- 
tening out pieces of iron and incis- 
ing his designs onto them. And hard 
to imagine today is the wonderment 
that master printer Erhard Ratdolt’s 
multicolor woodblock prints would 
have elicited from contemporary 


viewers. Luckily, the process is 
also on view, in the form of the odd 
woodblock or engraving plate. 

The wonderful thing about 
Northern Renaissance art (the prints 
and drawings from Augsburg are no 
exception) is that it can be seduc- 
tively, invitingly goofy. In one engrav- 
ing by Hopfer, a giant wooden beam 
is wedged into the eye of a man, who 
picks at the orbital of another man. 
It’s a literal illustration of a parable 
from Matthew - “Why do you see 
the mote in your brother’s eye and 
not the beam in your own?” - and 
it’s stupendous, because the whole 
implausible scene is set in a local 
church. Other figures in the print mill 
about, doing their daily devotional 
thang, playing to the print owner’s 
sense of piety and pride of place. 
Slow down long enough to look, and 
there’s a whole world to see. 


But there’s one problem: the corny 
period music playing from speakers 
hidden in various corners of the gal- 
leries. This wouldn’t be so notice- 
able if the exhibit downstairs, the 
ebullient retrospective-as-installation 
of Brazilian artist Waltercia Caldas, 
didn’t use music infinitely better. 
There, the music comes through 
personal headsets, allowing listeners 
to let the score affect their mean- 
derings. It may be harsh to liken 
the plinkity-pluckity madrigals piped 
through galleries upstairs to Muzak- 
playing mall courts or the edutain- 
ment of Medieval Times, but Blanton, 
you leave a critic no choice. The impli- 
cation seems to be that viewers need 
a little sonic push to enjoy the show, 
and, as theatre folk are wont to say, 
that’s playing down to your audience. 

That, and it made us crave a tur- 
key leg. - Andy Campbell

Ginning Up Excitement for 
a Misunderstood Spirit 

GENIUS GIN 


The Texas distilling business is exploding 
at a phenomenal rate and several of our 
homegrown distillers are turning their atten- 
tions to gin. Mike Groener is the CEO and 
President of Genius Gin here in Austin, and 
he’s passionate about piquing people’s inter- 
est in gin. “Since vodka took over the mar- 
ket, folks got more interested in neutrality,” 
he says. “Some gins have powerful flavors 
which didn’t appeal to vodka drinkers. Plus 
everyone seems to have a bad view of gin 
left over from a drunken night early in their 
life. So we’re trying to dispel rumors about 
gin. Luckily, we know gin was very important 
in the cocktails of pre-Prohibition days, and 
the best bartenders in town are showing 
renewed interest in those classic cocktails.” 
So let’s dispel some rumors. The process 
for making gin is fairly simple. u 
You start with a high-strength 
neutral spirit, then add juni- 
per berries, along with herbs, 
spices, fruits, nuts, or any- 
thing else you can imagine 
to lend aromas and flavors. 

The English and Dutch take 
their gin very seriously, so 
the EU has standards about 
what goes in gin. London Gin is their highest 
designation, distilled gin is just below that, 
and if it’s just called gin, watch out. In the 
U.S., the meaningless definition for anything 
called gin is that it has to be at least 80 
proof and smell like juniper berries. Note 
“smell like” even allows using chemicals for 
the aromas. You can imagine the afteref- 
fects induced by these cheap gins. American 


gins with “distilled gin” on the bottle added 
their aromatics during one of the distillation 
phases. While not an absolute guarantee 
of quality, you can safely assume it is usu- 
ally better than plain gin. Most Texas gins 
are made to stricter standards than even 
the EU’s London Gin. The important point 
is that it makes good sense to buy a locally 
made product. That way you can meet the 
makers, find out how they make their spir- 
its, and save yourself a blistering hangover. 
Remember: Good, cleanly made gin is no 
harder on you than good vodka. Bad gin is 
no harder on you than Sterno. 

There are two ways to add aromatics and 
the choice is quite important. You can steep 
them in the alcohol, much like you use a tea 
bag in water, or, during distillation, you can 
let the evaporating alcohol 
rise through the flavorings. 
Those who like intensely aro- 
matic gins will prefer the for- 
mer, while those who prefer a 
gently flavorful tipple will pre- 
fer the latter. Genius Gin uses 
both methods. “We’re always 
learning,” says Groener. “We 
aim for a very rich style of 
gin in both our products. Our Navy Strength 
gin is bold and full-flavored for people who 
like cask-strength whiskies. Our regular gin 
is great for a perfect martini, or just with 
soda, or a gin sour with an egg white.” The 
Navy Strength gin is indeed full-flavored and, 
at 114 proof, it’s pretty alcoholic, as well. 

It really needs to be mixed in a cocktail to 
come to life. My favorite concoction for the

Navy Strength is as a tall, simple gin and 
tonic with a twist of lime. High quality tonic 
water is essential. The Standard Strength is 
90 proof, which is still higher than most gins. 
While Groener likes it with just soda, I think 
it reaches its peak with sour-type cocktails, 
like a gimlet, a Fitzgerald, or a Rickey. My 
personal favorite is a gin sour. 

Groener, who is 33, believes the love of 
gin is generational. “Gin started making a 
comeback when really high-quality cocktail 
bars reappeared,” he says. “My generation 
is demanding great gin, and that’s driving 
the best bartenders to order more and 
different styles. What’s going to happen 
soon is that we’re going to be able to walk 
into almost any bar in town and get a high- 
quality gin cocktail. We hope most people 
get their first taste of Genius Gin in a good 
bar. If they love it there, we think they’ll look 
for it at their store, too.” Though Groener is 
currently focusing his energies on selling his 
product to bars, Genius Gin can be found at 
Austin Wine Merchant, King Liquors, South 
Lamar Wine & Spirits, and select Spec’s 
and Twin Liquors outlets. - Wes Marshall

In other news from the W, award-winning libation- 
ist Joyce Garrison has left there but no word 
where she’ll go next. Speaking of Wine & Swine, 

I found the rustic Ceres Park Ranch venue 
somewhat difficult to navigate on the scooter, 
but the food and company were wonderful, as 
always. Chef Jason Dady of the Jason Dady res- 
taurants in San Antonio took home the Greenling 
Fan Favorite Award - the $1,000 prize provided 
by the Texas Pork Producers Association - and 
Stone House Vineyard’s Claros was chosen as 
Best Wine With Swine for the afternoon. 

Chef couple Allison Heaton (Whole Foods 
Culinary Center) and Joshua Thomas (Chaat 
Shop) introduced their new baby daughter, Maya, 
to folks at her first sip and stroll event.

We also hear that El Sol y 
la Luna (600 E. Sixth) is struggling with the high 
cost of doing business in the historic entertain- 
ment district, so if it’s one of your favorites, now 
would be the time to show it some love.

If you’re not loading a private chef onto your Gulfstream G5 to make it to Austin for the 
Circuit of the Americas (COTA) this weekend, bringing in your Sikorsky S-92 chopper for the 
commute to the track, or booking the St. Cecilia or a whole floor at Lost Pines for all your pals, 
the following list might be just for you. Think of it as the more prudent Formula One gear- 
head’s list of down-home Texan country eats within a 25-mile radius of the COTA track, where 
you’re guaranteed to find good, dependable, local fare at very reasonable prices. - Mick Vann

If the plan is to tailgate in the parking lot 
or bring an RV, grabbing some smoked meat 
at one of the famed barbecue temples in 
nearby Lockhart has probably crossed your 
mind; Black’s, Kreuz’s, Smitty’s, and 
Chisholm Trail will all be glad to oblige. But 
don’t forget Texas Pie Company in Kyle. Julie 
Albertson ditched her bank job 30 years ago 
to bake pies for the wholesale market. 
Fourteen years ago she found a deserted 
pizza joint in downtown Kyle and she and 
musician-husband Spencer Thomas have 
been baking flaky, first-rate pies (10- and 
4-inch) for retail and wholesale customers 
ever since. Twenty different flavors of pie (all 
the favorites plus some creative offerings), 
three cheesecakes, and a few cakes or cup- 
cakes are featured daily, but they also make 
really delicious casseroles in two sizes: chick- 
en pot pie, King Ranch chicken, chicken tet- 
razzini, three-cheese lasagna, and beef stro- 
ganoff. The large will feed six to eight folks, 
while the smaller will satisfy a quartet. They 


sell them frozen to-go, but call ahead an hour 
and they will heat them up for you. Throw in 
some of their salads and yummy yeast rolls 
and you have a portable feast. Beware of the 
single traffic light on Main Street in down- 
town Kyle; take a parallel street and park on 
the side to avoid amazingly horrible traffic for 
such a small burg. - M.V.

We normally would send you to Wild 
Bubba’s Wild Game Grill, Wyman Gilliam’s 
wild game burger joint in Elroy, for some fan- 
tastic buffalo, elk, venison, wild boar, kanga- 
roo, or antelope burgers; he is located a 
stone’s throw from the COTA gate. But this 
year Wyman will be set up inside the race- 
track, so look for him there. If he is making 
the sow-cow (part bacon/part beef) or the 
cabrito burger, order several; they are so 
good you can’t stop at one. - M.V. 

Bailey’s Burgers

Another great burger can be found at 
Bailey’s Burgers, and since it is located at 
the Central Texas Speedway just south of 
Kyle, it’s a perfect fit for racing enthusiasts. 
It started as a conventional cafeteria-style 
burger and sandwich snack bar for the race- 
track, but three years ago that all changed 
when it became Bailey’s Burgers. They get 
their custom meat mix freshly ground from 
Bon Ton Meat Market right up the road, the 
sourdough buns are baked locally, and they 
feature a whole menu of droolworthy special- 
ty burgers, as well as some seriously good 
sandwiches and salads. The crispy, golden 
brown, fresh-fried potato chips are worth the 
trip alone, and if you’re hungry, the Kitchen 
Sink burger is the one for you: meat, Ched- 
dar, bacon, fried egg, avocado, red onion, 
ripe tomato, and local lettuce (mine had 
sweet, crispy Lolla Rossa red leaf). They will 
cook the patties to whatever doneness you 
prefer. A big draw is Friday Night Steak 
Night. Order your steak by Thursday (see the 
website for the email address), and it will be 
cut Friday afternoon at Bon Ton. Twenty 


bucks gets you a juicy, grilled 12-ounce rib 
eye, a pile of garlic mashed potatoes, a lush 
salad, dessert, fresh rolls, and drink. Look 
for the track entrance just north of the 
Yarrington Road overpass, on the east front- 
age road. If there is a race in progress, just 
tell the folks at the gate you are eating at 
Bailey’s. Look for the building just to the 
right of the gate. Cash only. - M.V. 

El Borrego de Oro

Head south from the track on FM 812 for 
about 16 miles and you’ll dead-end into 
Highway 20, which runs between Lockhart 
and Bastrop, in the town of Red Rock. On the 
northwest corner of that intersection is El 
Borrego de Oro, the Golden Lamb. The origi- 
nal owners specialized in a lamb soup (hence 
the name); they relocated to Austin, but the 
name stuck. The current owners feature rock- 
solid Mexican fare at great prices, in the mid- 
dle of nowhere. The spot is popular with the 
locals and the commuters heading into and 
out of Austin. The table salsa is nice and 
spicy and the chips crispy. Fajitas are a big 
draw here, as well as anything made from faji- 
ta meat: Think burritos, quesadillas, tacos, 
nachos compuestos. They feature a whop- 
ping, juice-dripping Mega Burger for just over 
$7 that comes with two patties, cheese, 
bacon, all the fixin’s, and papas fritas. All of 
the enchiladas are excellent, and the sauces 
have a nice level of zippiness; they don’t 
dumb it down. The tortilla soup has great rich- 
ness that comes from slow-simmered stock; 
it is a meal in itself. MUanesa Laredo is the 
Mexican version of chicken-fried steak, gold- 
en-coated and fork tender, and their carne 
guisada is fall-apart succulent. If you want to 
splurge, get the camarones mojo de ajo 
(shrimp with garlic sauce), a couple of beef 
fajita tacos, and a side of queso compuesto. 
Good breakfast tacos and egg dishes are 
available as well. - M.V.

Situated about a block from the entrance 
to Bastrop State Park, Roadhouse is contin- 
ually busy, which is always good news, 
because it ensures that everything is always 
fresh. Roadhouse specializes in hamburgers, 
sandwiches, fries, and shakes, but the 
menu also includes salads, queso and 
chips, hot dogs, cheesesteaks, and a goodly 
number of vegetarian items. The hamburgers 
- the biggest draw - are served open face 
on a sweet sourdough bun, an onion bun, or 
a jalapeho cheese bun, and served with 
house-made fries or sweet potato fries. All 
the burgers run around $10, and the variet- 
ies include avocado cheeseburger, bacon 
cheeseburger, chili cheeseburger, bleu 
cheese burger, portabella mushroom burger, 
mushroom Swiss burger, and green chili 
cheeseburger. The favored menu item, how- 
ever, is the jalapeho cream cheese burger, a 
riff on jalapeho poppers. Made with fresh, 
hot jalapenos and cream cheese, it made 
Texas Monthly's “50 Greatest Hamburgers in 
Texas” list in 2009. Roadhouse also serves 
real lemonade (made from actual lemons) 
and root beer floats. - Kate Thornberry

Cedar’s Grill is a surprising find. Located on 
the westbound frontage road of Highway 71, 
from the outside it resembles nothing so much 
as a mean bar, sloughing along in a dilapidated 
building in a dying town. Once inside, it is clear 
that the place has pretensions to being a nice 
restaurant, though the decor has obviously 
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been done on an extremely tight budget. The 
owners are Raymond Keyrouz and Khalil 
Younes, two very nice gentlemen from 
Lebanon. This is their place, and they are 
doing food in Bastrop that is a cut above. Half 
of the menu is Lebanese, and that is where 
Cedar’s really shines. The hummus, dolmas, 
baba ghanoush, Greek salad, tabbouleh, kafta, 
and Mediterranean specials are fresh, made 
from scratch, and excellent. The Italian half of 
the menu is not bad either. Mama’s Chicken 
Sophia, a fresh chicken breast stuffed with 
mozzarella and artichoke hearts and topped 
with a divine pine nut sauce, is particularly 
good. A big favorite of both patrons and the 
staff, this dish is a definite winner. The marina- 
ra-based Italian items are more pedestrian. 

The nightly specials cannot go unmentioned; 
this is where the two men, who take turns 
being chef in the kitchen, get to cut loose with 
their skill and creativity. The specials quickly 
sell out every night and feature dishes such as 
grilled fresh trout, served on a bed of wilted 
spinach with a lemon cream sauce, and a New 
York strip smothered in a Cabernet and mush- 
room demi-glace. - K.T.

Offering several 
hand-crafted ales, as well as many popular 
local microbrews, the beer selection is excel- 
lent. And as the area hosts a thriving Men- 
nonite farming community, the Brewhouse 
has a reliable supply of organically raised pro- 
duce and meats to work with directly. Friday 
night is Steak Night, when locally raised 
grass-fed beefsteak is offered; the menu also 
boasts barbecue pastured chicken and pas- 
tured pork ribs, Texas trout, and hamburgers 
made with 100% Bastrop-raised ground beef. 
Solid American comfort food is the general 
thrust, yet there is definite creativity at play. 
Consider one of the most popular appetizers:

applewood-smoked bacon. Both, despite their 
departure from the norm, really work. There is 
genuine talent in this kitchen. - K.T.

1920s decor,” and this 
line is eerily accurate; however, it is more like 
stepping back into the Eighties than the Roar- 



ing Twenties. The menu lists dishes such as 
blackened catfish, chicken fettuccine Alfredo, 
tilapia Veracruz, spinach and artichoke dip, 
baked French onion soup, and gourmet pizza. 
Which isn’t to say that any of it is bad; every- 
thing at Baxters is nicely prepared and pre- 
sented. It is just genuinely something of a 
time-warp, especially in the realm of “fine din- 
ing” as it is experienced in cutting-edge Aus- 
tin. What Baxters on Main does do extremely 
well are hand-cut Angus steaks and baked 
potatoes, hand-cut french fries, and fresh 
cold dinner salads with gorgonzola cheese 
and crispy onions. The service is excellent, if 
slightly theatrical, and there’s also a solid 
wine list and a cozy bar. If you stick to a thick 
steak, a baked potato, and side salad you will 
have a perfectly lovely meal.

A 
wide variety of breakfast platters include 
freshly baked buttermilk biscuits, griddle 
cakes, Belgian waffles, sides of stone-ground 
grits, oatmeal, and home-fried potatoes, 
along with eggs cooked any style, superior 
bacon, sausage, and ham steaks. The coffee 
is hot, fresh, and delicious, as are the quart- 
sized servings of iced tea and the entire pints 
of orange juice.

Czech, Please 

AUSTIN FILM SOCIETY HOSTS JAN NEMEC RETROSPECTIVE byNoraAnkrum 


In August 1968, filmmaker Jan 
Nemec was shooting what was sup- 
posed to be a bit of hometown 
boosterism - a tour of Prague filled 
with convivial scenes of modern 
life: hippies in the park painting 
one another’s faces, grannies in 
their head scarves praying in 
church. This was the height of 
Prague Spring, a time when 
Czechoslovakia was undergoing 
reforms - promoted as “socialism 
with a human face” - allowing free- 
doms of speech and travel unseen 
since the Communist Soviet regime 
had taken power in 1948. But 
those freedoms came to an abrupt 
end on Aug. 20, 1968, when Soviet 
tanks rolled unannounced into the 
country. That day would bring an 
end to the reforms for another two 
decades and transform Nemec’s 
quaint snapshot of city life into an 
iconic portrait of unarmed resis- 
tance, replayed in newsreels all 
around the world. 


Nemec is no stranger to resis- 
tance. As the “enfant terrible” of 
Czechoslovak New Wave cinema, 
he’s known for the sly sense of 
humor and subversive social com- 
mentary in his films. His 1966 A 
Report on the Party and Guests had 
“outraged the authorities, who quick- 
ly banned it,” writes Irena Kovarova, 
the curator for a nationally touring 
retrospective of Nemec’s work. 
Among the few Czechoslovak film- 
makers with an international audi- 
ence, Nemec is part of the “triumvi- 
rate” of directors - alongside Jin 
Menzel ( Closely Watched Trains) and 
Milos Forman (Amadeus) - who 
“became the face of the new cinema 
rushing out of Czechoslovakia in the 
mid-1960s,” writes Kovarova. Film 
producer Jeffrey Brown - a recent 
Wimberley transplant who has been 
making films in the Czech Republic 
for 20 years - worked with Kovarova 
to bring the retrospective to Austin 
and is the series’ local curator. 


Sponsored by the Austin Film 
Society, the series - which starts 24 
years to the month after the Velvet 
Revolution led to the liberation of 
Czechoslovakia - includes recent 
work (2005’s previously unavailable 
Toyen) as well as classics, notably a 
newly restored 35mm print of 
Nemec’s 1964 masterpiece 
Diamonds of the Night (about two 
concentration camp escapees, 
based on a story by Holocaust survi- 
vor Arnost Lustig). 

Nemec was a troublemaker in his 
early years, “getting permits to 
shoot one type of film,” says Brown, 
“and then shooting something else.” 
This uncompromising spirit is evi- 
dent in his movies, says AFS 
Associate Artistic Director Holly 
Herrick: “He’s interested in focusing 
on entrapment and not resolving 
what’s going to happen to his char- 
acters” - a clear reflection of the 
psyche of the era. The Sixties were 
heady because they followed a time 
when Czech filmmaking “was largely 
about propaganda,” says Mark 
Hopkins of UT’s Department of 
Slavic and Eurasian Studies, an AFS 
partner for the retrospective. In reac- 
tion to that period, a vibrant genera- 
tion of artists emerged from the 
Academy of Performing Arts in 
Prague to make an indelible mark on 
the world. It turned out to be only a 
brief respite from Soviet oppression 
- but as Nemec’s work shows, the 
spirit of that time still endures. ■

A PIECE OF THE ACTION 

“Fantasy sports” are hugely popular, but 
when fans “draft” players for their teams, 
they “own” only the players’ statistics. 
Recently, Wall Street and Silicon Valley entre- 
preneurs created Fantex Holdings, which will 
allow investors to buy actual pieces of real 
players - namely, rights to 20% of the play- 
er’s lifetime earnings (including licensing and 
product endorsement deals). The firm told 
The New York Times in October that it will 
soon stage an “IPO” for budding NFL star 
Arian Foster and hopes to sign up many 
more athletes, plus singers and actors simi- 
larly early in their careers. (On the other 
hand, Fantex’s lawyers drew up a 37-page 
list of potential investment risks, such as 
injuries, slumps and scandals - and the fact 
that the stock will trade only on Fantex’s pri- 
vate exchange.) 

CULTURAL DIVERSITY 

“For Japanese boys, the train driver sits 
alongside footballer, doctor, and policeman 
as a dream job,” according to a September 
Agence France-Presse dispatch, and conse- 
quently, the system for the Tokyo metro area 
(covering 35 million people) runs with the 
“precision of a finely crafted Swiss watch,” 
where delays, even for as long as a minute, 
seldom occur. (When they do occur, opera- 
tors repeatedly apologize and hand out 
“notes from home” to commuters to present 
to their bosses to excuse the tardiness.) 
Among the system’s drawbacks is the still-irk- 


some groping of females on packed rush-hour 
trains, when operators routinely shove as many 
as 300 riders into cars designed for 150. 

Among the surprising legacies of the 
oppressions of communist East Germany is 
modern-day Germany’s commonplace 
“clothing-optional” lifestyle (FKK, or 
“Freikoerperkultur” - free body culture). A 
September Global Post dispatch counted 
“hundreds” of FKK beaches across the 
country and referenced a turned-up snap- 
shot (not yet authenticated) of a young 
Angela Merkel frolicking nude in the Sixties 
or Seventies. Foreigners occasionally 
undergo culture shock at German hotels’ 
saunas and swimming pools, at which swim- 
suits are discouraged (as “unhygienic”). 

In December, China joined only a handful of 
countries (and 29 U.S. states) by strengthen- 
ing the rights of elderly parents to demand 
support from their adult children - not only 
financially (which has been the law for more 
than a decade) but now allowing lawsuits by 
parents who feel emotionally ignored, as well. 
An October Associated Press feature on one 
rural extended family dramatized China’s cul- 
tural shift away from its proverbial “first vir- 
tue” of family honor. Zhang Zefang, 94, said 
she did not even understand the concept of 
“lawsuit” when a local official explained it, but 
only that she deserved better from the chil- 
dren she had raised and who now allegedly 
resent her neediness. (A village court prompt- 
ly ordered several family members to contrib- 
ute support for Zhang.) 


LATEST RELIGIOUS MESSAGES 

Recent separate testings in 21 springs in 
Austria and 18 fonts in Vienna yielded a con- 
clusion that 86% of the holy water in the 
country’s churches was not safe to drink - 
most commonly infected with diarrhea-caus- 
ing E. coli and Campylobacter. University of 
Vienna researchers found samples with up to 
62 million bacteria per milliliter of water, and 
the busier the church, the higher the count. 

Various studies show churchgoers to be 
happier, more optimistic, and healthier than 
other people, leading some atheists and 
agnostics to wonder whether the church expe- 
rience could be fruitfully replicated but minus 
the belief in God. Hence, the “Sunday 
Assembly” was created in London, and has 
now spread to New York City and Melbourne, 
Australia, with 18 other hoped-for openings by 
year’s end, according to a September report 
in The Week. Founders seek such benefits as 
“a sense of community,” “a thought-provoking 
(secular) sermon,” “group singing,” and an 
“ethos of self-improvement,” exemplified by 
the motto “live better, help often, wonder 
more,” and they hope that eventually Sunday 
Assembly will organize Sunday school, wed- 
dings, funerals and “non-religious baptisms.” 

First Things First: An alleged drug ring in the 
Brooklyn, N.Y., neighborhood of Sheepshead 
Bay was busted in September after police 
cracked a stream of Internet messages offer- 
ing heroin (called “DOB”) and cocaine (“white 
girl”). Among the messages was one sent at 
6:45 one Friday evening advising customers 
that they had “45 minutes” to get their orders 
in for the weekend because the sellers would 
obediently shut down at 7:30 (i.e. , sundown) 
for the Jewish sabbath. 

QUESTIONABLE JUDGMENTS 

Los Angeles Animal Services has proposed 
that the city be established as a Sanctuary 
City of Feral Cats and that cats should be an 
exception to property owners’ right to evict 
animals causing damage. Under the L.A. City 
Feral Cat Program, reported OpposingViews. 
com, felines “will gain an inherent right” to be 
on residential or commercial property. Animal 
Services believes that an enhanced spaying 
program will eliminate most feral-cat problems, 
including somehow their toileting excesses 
and their killing of neighborhood songbirds. 

“You hired a convicted prostitute and thief 
to handle state money?” asked an incredu- 
lous Connecticut state legislator in 
September when he learned that Suki Handly 
had been employed from 2008 to 2012 pass- 
ing out welfare benefits in the state’s 
Manchester distribution center and that 
$44,000 was missing. Furthermore, Handly 
and two others had been found guilty of theft 
in Connecticut in 2010, yet word of her pros- 
titution and 2010 convictions were not known 
to state investigators until a chance audit in 
2012. (State hiring offices of course prom- 
ised to strengthen background checks.)

Twinkies, Twerking, and

Fun Fun Fun began Thursday night in the 
Red River District, an obvious starting line 
for a festival created by Red River booking 
sage Graham Williams and Mohawk owner 
James Moody. Wristbands were dealt 
at Holy Mountain while neighbor- 
ing Red 7 exploded with the 
atomic energy of Austin’s A 

OBN Ill’s. Frontman Orville 
Neeley displayed Iggy 
Pop-like volatility in chas- 
ing down a terrified con- 
certgoer who had yanked 
up the projector screen he 
was hiding behind. 

“You motherfucker!” he 
yelled, before dumping a 
beer on the kid. “That was 
going to be magnificent!” 

At Auditorium Shores the next 
day, Patton Oswalt endlessly berated 
and sang along with the “jam band” whose 
sound bled into the comedy tent, only later 
realizing the source.

“Wait, is that Kurt Vile? Fuck! I like Kurt 
Vile!” he exclaimed. “It sounds like Kurt’s sing- 
ing through tie-dye while standing in soy milk.” 
As the sun set Friday, NOLA bounce queen 
Freedia orchestrated generous 
onstage ass jigglin’ and elicited 
mass twerking amongst the 
largest audience the gen- 
der-bending performer 
has drawn in his three 
FFF appearances. 
Chicago MC Lupe 
Fiasco followed with a 
harsher vibe, upset 
over stage management 
and crowd response, 
and dropped the mic 20 
minutes early. On the 
Black stage, Black Flag ex- 
pats Flag proved better than 
Taylor-dweller Greg Ginn’s compet- 
ing reunion act, which debuted locally in May. 

Afterward, I dashed over to the Orange stage 
in time to see Snoop Dogg’s furry mascot pop 


m. 
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a three-foot neon green boner. During the Long 
Beach rapper’s epic sing-along of “Young, Wild, 
& Free,” the main speakers cut out and left 
Snoop dancing in apparent silence. The sound 
engineers had a simple answer. 

“The city has a strict 10pm curfew,” one 
replied. “His monitors are still on so he has 
no idea.” 

Hundreds swarmed the Black stage early 
Saturday to glimpse Brooklyn’s kiddie metal- 
heads Unlocking the Truth, whose intrigue 
begins and ends with the fact that they’re 
prepubescent African-Americans. Real metal 
happened an hour earlier with Houston heav- 
ies Venomous Maximus. Unreasonably low 
vocal volume on that stage ruined a few day- 
time sets, including Retox, but Japan noise 
terrorists Melt-Banana’s preprogrammed 
sonic assault prevailed. 

Fans packing the come- 
dy tent in anticipation of 
Tenacious D caused 
security to bar entry sever- 
al hours in advance, all the 
more people to watch 
reformed Seventies 
artrockers Television 
deliver a short, soft-volume 
set on the nearby Orange 
stage. Afterward, across 
the park, a line of yellow 
caution tape signaled the 
lawlessness of Ice-T and 
guitarist Ernie C’s thrash 
metal band Body Count. 

“This whole thing start- 
ed in your shitty ass town 
when your local fraternal * 
order of police tried to ± 
stop Body Count,” \ 

announced the rapper, ; 
referring to the band’s ° 

Back Room performance in 1993. “I hope 

those cops are outside. They can eat a hot 

bowl of dicks.” 

Thus, they closed with “Cop Killer,” assist- 
ed with an off-time chant from Geto Boy 
Bushwick Bill, who stuck around to guest 
star on Ice-T’s original gangstar set later. 

Descendents played better than three 
years ago when they filled in for Devo at 
FFF5, career biologist Milo Aukerman looking 
far more comfortable in his punk-rock-singer 


side job and the band fielding a deeper set 
list. Their performance brought out budding 
FFF8 legend “crowd-surfing-wheelchair-guy.” 
Pushing through the masses to see avant- 
pop rapper M.I.A., who performed under mas- 
sive Lite-Brite doilies, I thought a contagious 
face rash had broken out until it was explained 
that she had thrown out packets of purple dye, 
which fans showered each other in. 

Sunday, Chaos in Tejas standouts the 
Men defied the sun early with a raging rock 
set that made the case for a better set time 
at a future FFF Fest. Sick of complimentary 
Twinkies (FFF’s most visible sponsor), I fol- 
lowed the Taco Cannon hoping for free lunch. 
Nearby, prog-metal speedsters Immortal 
Guardian played on a sled being pulled by a 
truck. Soon, Action Bronson sub Killer Mike 
tried to rap from a half-pipe and was derailed 
by technical difficulties. 

“I’m a big guy and I’m 
high up in the air,” he 
offered. “It was a feat just 
to get me up here.” 

The Blue stage was 
magnetic on FFF’s final 
day, from an incredible 
performance by Deltron 
3030 - with Kid Koala 
on the mixer and Dan 
the Automator conduct- 
ing an orchestra - to UK 
producer Bonobo groov- 
ing with unfolding live 
electronica, and hip-hop 
purists Jurassic 5 bring- 
ing it back to the elemen- 
tal forces of rhyming and 
scratching records. 

I saved the last dance 
for legendary thrash metal 
quartet Slayer, whose 
battering ram of chugs, squeals, and apoca- 
lyptic battle cries never disappoints. As they 
said goodbye to dearly departed axeman Jeff 
Hanneman with closer “Angel of Death,” I 
noticed that the owl face of the Frost Bank 
Tower was visible though the upside-down 
crosses and smoke filling the stage. 

The cityscape backdrop made me wonder 
what Auditorium Shores will look like next year 
after it’s renovated and if Fun Fun Fun Fest 
will even be there. Wherever it is, I’m there.

Yet Marr’s not the kind to strut onstage 
expecting, even demanding, the adulation that's 
his due. No, Marr remains that gentleman rock 
star who earns worship by virtue of talent and 
indefinable but undeniable cool, an icon who 
can take the stage 20 minutes late and gain 
instant forgiveness. He's also a musician that 
can take an audience’s indifference in stride. 

Marr and his backing trio played half a 
dozen tunes from his excellent new album 
The Messenger with confidence, precision, 
and plenty of rock & roll energy. Even then, 
“The Right Thing Right,” “The Crack Up,” 
“Upstarts,” and “Generate! Generate!” 
earned a muted response. This crowd of 
twenty- to fortysomethings came to hear the 
Smiths catalog and politely tolerated tunes as 
strong but not as familiar as those that influ- 
enced a generation. 

Marr thus treated that audience to superb 
renditions of “Stop Me If You Think You’ve 
Heard This One Before,” “There Is a Light 
That Never Goes Out,” and “Bigmouth Strikes 
Again,” ending, of course, with the guitar 
orgy of “How Soon is Now?” and a cover of “I 
Fought the Law” by way of the Clash. Thanks 
to that unflappable rock star cool, Marr 
betrayed not a whit of disappointment in the 
lack of enthusiasm for The Messenger.

The appearance of Flag onstage at FFF 
on Friday couldn’t have been more different 
than the other acts playing the festival. They 
set up their own gear. Which is a perfect 
context setter. That’s the way Black Flag 
did it back in the day, with just a two-man 
road crew - if that - for all those pioneering 
death-march punk rock van tours of America. 

And as Keith Morris’ mocking intro- 
duction took pains to point out, four of 
these men - Morris, Chuck Dukowski, Dez 
Cadena, and Bill Stevenson - used to be Black Flag. 

“We are not Black Flag,” announced the singer. “We are Flag.” 

You could have fooled us. 

Local founder Greg Ginn will cringe, but this is Black Flag. This is his and Dukowski’s music 
writ large and played properly, with all the spirit and joy required. This isn’t some phoned-in 
nostalgia trip. 

Black Flag’s music remains relentlessly physical - brutal - a raw scream at fascist America, 
a sheer release for the quintet onstage transferred directly to the rest of the savagely moshing 
and stage-diving throng. Ginn won’t like it a bit, but that’s what his former compatriots and his 
guitartastic stand-in Stephen Egerton are doing. 

And, ugly truth be told, they’re doing it far better than the Ginn-led Black Flag these days. 

No surprises in this set list. The 50-minute fusillade was essentially The First Four 
Years, Damaged, and the song “My War,” with even the Henry Rollins tunes sung by Morris: 
“Revenge,” “Police Story,” “White Minority,” “No Values,” “Rise Above.” 

Three-quarters of the way in, Morris yielded the mic to rhythm guitarist Dez Cadena, who 
was Rollins’ predecessor at the Black Flag mic. As in his time, Cadena’s tunes explode. 
“American Waste,” “Six Pack,” “Damaged I” - the rage erupts. Time-honored set closer 
“Louie Louie,” with Cadena back on guitar, finished it. 

What a celebration. Flag wins, hands down. - Tim Stegall

Johnny Marr defines rock star. When the

Television 

Auditorium Shores, Saturday, Nov. 9 

A sizable crowd anticipated Television on 
Fun Fun Fun Fest’s Orange stage Saturday 
night, minus the hipster kids waiting for a 
chance at a prime spot for Deerhunter next, 
and no wonder. The NYC innovators tour 
Europe far more than their own country, 
and rarely - if ever - perform in Texas. 

While some will argue that this incarnation 
isn’t Television without Richard Lloyd, who quit 
in 2007, replacement Jimmy Rip has had a few 
years to assimilate, marking enough time in leader Tom Verlaine’s band for the chemistry to be there. 

Whether this brief set met the audience’s expectations is another question. Never the most 
demonstrative of rock bands, Television relies on its material and musicianship to sell the per- 
formance, much like the jazz musicians from which Verlaine takes so much inspiration. That’s 
an approach that works better in a club than at an outdoor festival. 

The soundman’s resistance to proper volume didn’t help. 

A fourpiece known for its six-string firepower shouldn’t be drowned out by drunken conversation. 
Finally, a set list absent rockers like “Friction” and “See No Evil” didn’t hook the festival crowd. 

“Venus” and “Prove It” sounded fine, but didn’t have the contrast of “Elevation” or “Little 
Johnny Jewel” to avoid drift. There were, of course, moments that reminded us why Television 
remains universally revered. Rip lived up to his pseudonym during his solo on the jangly “1880 
or So,” and “Prove It” got the crowd singing. 

Unsurprisingly, true transcendence only arrived with “Marquee Moon,” the tune that 
launched a thousand guitar partnerships. Rip provided the fills and pre-solos, while Verlaine 
pushed his own lead break from smolder to burn to simmer and back again, bringing out his 
Coltrane influence. The title track from TV’s landmark 1977 debut amazes still as a prime 
example of what a true guitar team can achieve. 

The crowd went wild from the first note. - Michael Toland 


M.I.A. 

Auditorium Shores, Saturday, Nov. 9 

Even if you staked your claim of patchy grass 
an hour or more in advance - free Deerhunter, 
anyone? - you’d still be hard-pressed to get 
within 100 yards of the Orange stage Saturday 
night at Fun Fun Fun Fest for M.I.A. 

Complemented by the shimmery, multi- 
hued night lights of Downtown Austin, Sri 
Lankan MC, activist, and muso-political 
provocateur Maya Arulpragasam announced 
her arrival onstage with some of the deepest 
and most sternum-rattling bass whomp yet 
devised. Earplugs? Mandatory. 

Clad in a gold lame jacket and flanked by 
a trio of catlike dancers, the singer spliced 
abbreviated snips and bits of earlier hits into 
a seamless, fluid groove that recalled her 
ongoing affection for mixtapes. M.I.A. may 
have A.D.D., but the slinky, pan-global trio 
of “Bamboo Banga,” “Sunshowers,” and a 
seriously feisty riff on “Bucky Done Gun” felt 
perfectly situated in our current state of con- 
cussively cross-cultural shock. 


Descendents 

Auditorium Shores, Saturday, Nov. 9 

Returning to Fun Fun Fun Fest for the first time since filling in 
for Devo at the last minute in 2010, Descendents summoned 
Saturday night pop-punk deliverance at a breakneck pace that 
more than held its own against the band’s adolescent legacy. 

From opener “Everything Sux” onward, the area in front of 
the Black stage became a sea of hands and feet. A man in a 
wheelchair crowd-surfed. There were even stage dives during the 
between-song banter, prompting guitarist Stephen Egerton to make 
note of a stageside view that was all “ass cracks and backpacks.” 

Vocalist Milo Aukerman may be a gray-haired research sci- 
entist now, but he takes you right back to the warts-and-all 
world of young, awkward maledom with the one-two punch of 
“Silly Girl” and “Pervert” from 1985’s / Don’t Want to Grow Up. 
Drummer Bill Stevenson and bassist Karl Alvarez were locked

mid-set might’ve seemed a momentary back- 
step had it not immediately been followed by 
stagehands dragging giddy audience “Bad 
Girls” up onstage to help “Bring the Noize” 
via the femme-anthemics of “Boyz.” 

End of night? 

Not until incendiary new single “Y.A.L.A.” big- 
boomed like a suicide audio bomber intent on 
rapturing all within earshot up to M.I.A.’s version 
of agitpop paradise via flaming “Paper Planes.” 
Bucky went banga, crowd lost it. - Marc Savlov 
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tight, nailing each fill and dime-stop tempo 
change with a ferocity that gave middle age a 
single-digit salute. 

There’s still no better song to epitomize 
the life of a young, threadbare touring band 
than “Van,” which almost qualifies as prog 
if you take out the lyrics about farting. 

1981’s Fat got its due with “I Like Food” and 


“Weinerschnitzel,” which still don’t add up to 
a minute when taken together. 

As the 35-year-old Descendents roared 
into “When I Get Old,” the song’s debt to the 
Beach Boys’ “When I Grow Up (To Be A Man)” 
flickered into focus. In the realm of actually 
aging gracefully, though, it’s Milo over Mike 
Love in a landslide. - Greg Beets 


Ice-T 

Auditorium Shores, Saturday, Nov. 9 

Two hours after conquering the Black stage with metal outfit 
Body Count, Ice-T was at it again across the park, spitting the cold- 
est gangsta raps ever recorded and dishing out no-bullshit stage 
banter. “The fact that you over here at my stage means you here to 
see some gangsta rap,” he ruled, “none of that pussy shit.” 

Playing to a surprisingly thin crowd - those not swayed by either 
the Descendents or M.I.A. - the 55-year-old “Cop Killer” turned 
cop actor delivered a masterful set that leaned on genre blueprints 
“New Jack Hustler,” “Colors,” and “O.G. Original Gangster.” On the 
latter, Ice-T invited a young fan onstage to serve as hype man. 

“This is either gonna be the best moment of your life or some 
fucked up shit,” he told him. 

“How old are you?” he asked another teenaged fan before 
launching into “You Played Yourself” and “High Rollers” - both late- 
Eighties highlights. “When we were rocking this, you were basically inside your daddy’s ball sack.” 
After ceding the mic to Bushwick Bill for an a capella verse, Ice-T schooled the uninitiated on 
hustling, pimping, and gang-banging on the autobiographical “That’s How I’m Livin’.” 

“If this is too hard for you, go buy Miley Cyrus’ ‘Wrecking Ball,”' he chuckled. “They make 
music for everyone.” 

Before bringing wife Coco onstage to close the show, the L.A. legend shared one more 
gangsta truism: “I don’t know if I’ll ever come back to Austin again. I don’t know if I’ll ever per- 
form again. But I know one thing: You saw Ice-T tonight.” - Thomas Fawcett

Slayer Auditorium Shores, Sunday, Nov. 10 

“They say the pen is mightier than the sword,” ventured bassist/vocalist Tom Araya early into Slayer’s 
headlining set Sunday night at Fun Fun Fun Fest. “I say, FUCK THE PEN! You can ‘Die by the Sword’!” 

The maturing lion king of extreme metal was, of course, announcing the next song, but for all 
the aggression the three-decade-plus Southern California thrash brand unleashed, it acted as a 
statement of purpose. 

Slayer remains the master of assault and battery. There are no mid-range frequencies to its 
chaos theory. It’s all about a brute force low-end thudding you relentlessly. Those beats are 
locomotive in their attack, so it’s understandable why Araya had neck surgery and now stands 
stock-still onstage: Slayer’s sole rhythmic mode is “whiplash.” 

This is aggression at its most primal. Melody stems from Araya occasionally, while lead guitar 
amounts to two guys - founder Kerry King and Jeff Hanneman replacement Gary Holt of Exodus 
- torturing high gain amps with squealing, squalling, abstract bursts of notes that almost sound 
like free jazz. With Paul Bostaph ably sitting in for Dave Lombardo on drums, there’s a techni- 
cality within the musical maelstrom worthy of that foundational genre. 

Closing Fun Fun Fun Fest, Slayer treated Austin to greatest hits and then some: “Raining 
Blood,” “South of Heaven,” “Dead Skin Mask,” “Seasons in the Abyss,” etc. They also dug out 
the aforementioned “Die by the Sword,” a high point off their 1983 debut LP, Show No Mercy. 

After fooling no one with a false ending of “South of Heaven,” the third backdrop of the night 
unfurled at the back of the stage: a parody of the Heineken logo reading “Hanneman” and bear- 
ing his life dates. The top read “Angel of Death.” Reign in Blood's terrifying opening track - and 
closing number on Auditorium Shores - now serves as an epitaph for Slayer’s fallen co-founder. 

It was an appropriate and beautiful note on which to end the night. Surely everybody exiting the 
park felt like they’d just gone three rounds with Leon Spinks. And it hurt so good. - Tim Stegall 


Cloud Nothings 

Auditorium Shores, Sunday, Nov. 10 



During Cloud Nothings’ Sunday 
afternoon set, a kid in a punk vest 
climbed onto the Black stage, took 
one look at his friends below, and 
then stage-dived. Nobody caught 
him. There was no better symbol 
for the flagrantly flavorless per- 
formance this Cleveland quartet - 
which barely seemed to notice the 
incident - put forth. 

It’s hard to know who’s to blame. 
It certainly didn’t help that the 
Nothings were cursed with one of 
the more agitating sound issues 
of the whole FFF weekend. Jayson 
Gerycz’s drums sounded like a jet 
engine while Dylan Baldi’s guitar 
was little more than a hapless gnat 
buzzing around the meadow. 

This is a band whose current 
appeal comes directly tied to Steve 
Albini’s deep, crystal-clear produc- 


tion on third LP Attack on Memory. 
Outside of that environment, they 
start to look very ordinary. And 
very quickly. 

Sound issues aside, no band I 
saw this weekend sounded more 
apathetic than Cloud Nothings. Baldi 
didn’t move an inch, ruthlessly and 
dispassionately working through 
“Fall In,” “Stay Useless,” and plenty 
of other songs he ostensibly cares a 
lot about. Never has a man looked 
so comfortable on autopilot. 

Sometimes it’s hard to get sig- 
nificantly motivated to play 40 min- 
utes of music at a festival. Cloud 
Nothings weren’t even willing to 
fake it. Is that too much to ask? Is 
it really that hard to be grateful? 

From Cloud Nothings, the answer 
on Sunday was a resounding yes.

Daniel Johnston 

Auditorium Shores, Sunday, Nov. 10 

A Daniel Johnston show remains a 
tenuous endeavor, even as the trou- 
bled Texas pop icon has made a suc- 
cessful performing comeback over the 
past decade. Headlining the Yellow 
stage on Sunday to a packed tent, he 
offered flashes of raw brilliance and 
precarious unsteadiness. 

Johnston emerged uneasily, wear- 
ing a sport coat over his familiar 
T-shirt and sweatpants, and open- 
ing with new song “Mask” from last 
year’s Space Ducks LP. His backing 
quintet, which numbered four mem- 
bers of Brownout including Space 
Ducks producer Adrian Quesada, 
initially had trouble syncing with the 
singer as he slurred through the read 
lyrics in front of him. 
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Fortunately, “Speeding Motorcycle,” “Walking 
the Cow," and a stripped down “Mountain Top” 
provided more secure footing, with Johnston 
demonstrating some vocal range. Covering the 
Beatles, “You’ve Got to Hide Your Love Away” fell 
unevenly between the stumbled verses and poi- 
gnant, crowd-backed chorus, and ended abruptly. 
Space Ducks' “Mean Girls Give Pleasure" fit 
well with Johnston’s more familiar material. 

“Rock ‘N’ Roll/EGA” provided a set high- 
light when the song turned into a howling rant 
with backing power to match. Likewise, “True 


Love Will Find You in the End” trembled with a 
beautiful emotional power. 

“Here’s a special song for any of you that 
feel like you’re going to die,” offered Johnston 
before launching into “Funeral Home.” The 
final round of “Devil Town,” sung a cappella 
with the entire crowd joining, offered one of 
the festival’s most extraordinary moments. 

Though Johnston left quickly after only 30 
minutes and 10 songs, the crowd cheered for 
more until the lights and house music came 
up. No one left disappointed. - Doug Freeman 



Jurassic 5 

Auditorium Shores, 

Sunday, Nov. 10 

“They’re the origina- 
tors,” a fan gushed 
in anticipation of 
Jurassic 5 taking the 
stage Sunday night 
at Fun Fun Fun Fest 
for only the second 
time in six years. Not 
quite. Jurassic 5 was 
a throwback when they 
began, dropping an 1 
eponymous EP in 1997 5 
and championing a ^ 
bygone Cold Crush era < 
of beats and rhymes in < 
four-part harmony. 

Seven years removed from their most recent album Feedback, the reunited J5 returns as 
golden-era nostalgia squared. They also remain one of hip-hop’s most vital live acts. Jumping 
off with “Back 4 U,” the Jurassic mic masters - Mark 7even, Chali 2na, Akil, Zaakir - took the 
stage one at a time as their verses began, a slow build proving there’s Power in Numbers. 

The rust-proof Los Angelenos still take “four MCs and make them sound like one,” returning 
to the “Concrete Schoolyard” to flip verbal acrobatics on “Monkey Bars.” Like so: “Now you 
know us, but it’s not the Cold Crush. Four MCs, so it ain’t the Furious. Not the Force MD’s or 
the three from Treacherous. It’s a blast from the past from the moment we bust.” 

In between displays of verbal interplay, DJ/producers Cut Chemist and Nu-Mark stitched 
together an insanely creative interlude with a vinyl guitar and the world’s largest turntable, while 
Bushwick Bill, whose habit of crashing local hip-hop stages has reached comedic levels of pre- 
dictability, made his requisite cameo. 

Jurassic 5 is back to finishing each other’s sentences like an old married couple. This 
triumphant set reminded us they bring more energy than an all-night bachelor party.

Day Trips

The Bankhead Highway blazed a trail 
of exhaust smoke across North Texas, 
cutting a red line on the Texas map from 
Texarkana to El Paso. It was the first 
wet-weather road across the continent 
through the South from the White House 
in Washington D.C. to the beach in San 
Diego, Calif. Of the road’s 2,690 miles, 
850 miles crossed Texas. 

Imagine a paved road suitable for 
the rubber automobile tires of the day 
instead of muddy horse trails connecting 
neighbors and distant markets. In some 
places west of Fort Worth, the highway 
is still identifiable by the locally made 
red Thurber paving bricks. In places, the 
auto trail - when it hasn’t been covered 
by modern renditions of highways 67 and 
80 - is a tree-lined shoulderless road with 
the ghostly remains of service stations 
and tourist courts. 



The Bankhead Highway was inaugurated in 
1916, three years after the Lincoln Highway, 
the nation’s first coast-to-coast roadway. It 
was named for a U.S. Representative from 
Alabama who helped pass the first federal 
aid to interstate roads. 

The Texas Historic Commission is assem- 
bling information on the Texas section of the 
highway for a 2014 report. The last remnants 
of the road veer off into the small towns from 
the path cut by interstate highways 30 and 
20 through Mt. Vernon, Weatherford, Abilene, 
and Van Horn.

Both the UT women and the St. Edward’s men got passed over by NCAA tournament 
selection committees Monday: The Longhorns end their season at 12-6-2, after a first- 
round Big 12 tournament loss to Oklahoma State, which is going to the dance despite a 
9-6-6 record. The Hilltoppers’ resume included a 12-3-2 record, a Heartland Conference 
championship, and a No. 12 national ranking as recently as two weeks ago. Not enough. 
The St. Edward’s women, on the other hand, at 16-0-2 are one of seven unbeaten teams 
in the Dll field; yet they go on the road to Colorado this weekend, playing Texas A&M-Com- 
merce on Friday, with the winner facing host Fort Lewis on Sunday for a spot in the final 16. 

Looks like Mexico will be in next summer’s World Cup in Brazil after all, after thumping 
New Zealand, 5-1, in the first leg of their playoff Wednesday (return leg is Tuesday night at 
midnight, live on ESPN). Uruguay likely punched their ticket as well, with a 5-0 first-leg win 
at Jordan. The final nine playoff series in Europe and Africa are being decided Friday 
through Tuesday; interestingly, all five African games will be shown live on BeIN Sport, now 
available on most cable systems; the European games are online only (ESPN3). 

League play pretty much all over the world is taking a two-week break to make way for 
the international games, even in the U.S., where it creates a two-week gap between the two 
legs of the MLS Conference Finals. The opening legs: Houston 0, Kansas City 0 in the 
East, and Salt Lake City 4, Portland 2 in the West.

It took a 6-0 conference record for Texas 
to resurface within the national rankings for 
the first time since Sept. 7. Ranked 23rd in 
the AP, the 7-2 Longhorns and their cardiac 
kid quarterback made off with a crucial 
47-40 overtime victory at West Virginia to 
keep their Big 12 title dreams alive. Now, 
this battered but not broken bunch enters 
the weighty home stretch of their schedule, 
beginning at home Saturday against No. 12 
Oklahoma State. 

It’s hard to look forward without looking 
back at what Texas did lose in Morgantown: 
leading rusher Johnathan Gray (Achilles) 
and defensive tackle Chris Whaley (knee), 
both of whom were lost for the year. Junior 
Joe Bergeron, who was banished to spe- 
cial teams over scant production and a 
case of fumblitis, will platoon with Malcolm 
Brown - and potentially scat guy Daje 
Johnson - in Gray’s absence. 

The Cowboys (8-1, 5-1 in the Big 12) 
were the media’s preseason favorite to take 
the conference, though that consensus 
slackened after OSU lost their Big 12 open- 
er against West Virginia 30-21. Head coach 
Mike Gundy installed quarterback Clint 
Chelf and running back Desmond Roland 
in place of early season starters J.W. 

Walsh and Jeremy Smith, respectively, and 
has the Pokes 5-0 since. 

Texas can win the Big 12 and clinch a 
Fiesta Bowl berth if they run the table these 
last three weeks against OSU, 7-3 Texas 



Tech, and No. 4 Baylor, but neither injuries 
nor odds run in their favor. The Cowboys are 
three point favorites this week and have 
won two straight in Austin. Although bereft 
of an electric passing attack this year, 
Oklahoma State has relied on Roland - a 
smash-mouth, between-the-tackles runner - 
and their defense, which hasn’t allowed a 
touchdown in three games, to smooth them- 
selves out. 

Longhorn quarterback Case McCoy has 
thrown six interceptions in his last four 
games. Saturday he’ll face a Cowboy 
defense that’s second in the Big 12 in inter- 
ceptions (16), and tied for 7th nationwide. 
Their standouts, linebacker Caleb Lavey 
and cornerback Justin Gilbert, have seven 
picks between the two. 

Losing Gray places even more pressure 
on McCoy to make plays, which has histori- 
cally begat turnovers. Where will offensive 
coordinator Major Applewhite turn for 
relief? More of Daje Johnson out of the 
backfield is a no-brainer under the circum- 
stances. Meanwhile, Greg Robinson’s 
defense got pushed around last week in 
ways it hasn’t since Iowa State. This week’s 
spotlight will fall on both coordinators to 
cope with what’s lost.

Dallas Buyers Club

Matthew McConaughey's career resurrection is in 
full bloom in Dallas Buyers Club. His acting career, 

which started in the Nineties with on star treatment for his leading role in A 

McConaughey’s standout performance in Time to Kill, got waylaid over the next decade 

Dazed and Confused and graduated to a full- with a continuing series of wan romantic 


comedies. Over the last two years, however, 
McConaughey’s choice of roles has dem- 
onstrated a renewed vigor and interest in 
the course of his career. Beginning with The 
Lincoln Lawyer in 2011, the actor appears to 
have rededicated himself to his craft, turning 
in fine and varied performances in Bernie, 

Killer Joe, Magic Mike, The Paperboy, and this 
year’s excellent Mud. Even though he will prob- 
ably never completely shed his reputation as 
Austin’s naked bongo boy (and why should 
he?), McConaughey is now spoken of as a via- 
ble contender for Oscar nominations this year 
due to his work in Mud and Dallas Buyers Club. 
And before the year is out, he will also be seen 
in Martin Scorsese’s The Wolf of Wall Street. 

Unjustly or not, losing or gaining great 
amounts of weight for a role tends to be 
regarded as a sign of great acting. And if that 
is the case, McConaughey’s turn in Dallas 
Buyers Club can definitely be considered 
great acting. For this role as the gaunt, Texas 
good ol’ boy Ron Woodroof, McConaughey 
is said to have lost 40 pounds. Based on 
true events, Woodroof is an 
electrician and rodeo rat, who 
is first glimpsed in 1985 screw- 
ing two women while watching 
the bull-riding through the slats 
in the fence. A card-playing, 
substance-abusing, sexist, and 
homophobic jerk, Woodroof, at 
the outset, is far from an appealing charac- 
ter. When an accident on the job knocks him 
unconscious, he wakes up in the hospital and 
is told by the doctors (Garner and O’Hare) 
that routine blood work has revealed that he 
is HIV positive and that he has only a month 
to live. Predictably, the diagnosis is met with 
anger and denial by Woodroof, but gradually 
his survival instinct kicks in. He proves to be 
an uncooperative patient, however, and finds 


it easier to cadge pilfered AZT from an order- 
ly. In an underwritten role, Garner plays a doc- 
tor who concurs that the AZT dosages used 
in their trial are probably too strong. Woodroof 
finds his way to Mexico, where an unlicensed 
American doctor (Dunne) fortifies him with a 
cocktail of vitamins and drugs. Thus begins 
Woodroof’s transformation from goner to sur- 
vivor, and from homophobe to rough-edged 
humanist. Soon he is smuggling the Mexican 
drugs across the border and seizes on the 
idea of a buyers club to redistribute the drugs 
to other Texans in need. 

Woodroof’s transformation is the heart 
of Dallas Buyers Club and though it’s largely 
unsentimental, it is also a little less than 
completely convincing. Woodroof’s partner in 
this business is a transgender person named 
Rayon (Leto), a streetwalking, drug-addicted, 
T-Rex fan who provides Woodroof with an 
entry into the gay community. Leto’s stel- 
lar performance is only slightly undercut by 
the stereotyping of the character. The film’s 
portrait of the early days of the AIDS crisis 
is interesting, especially since 
it’s been such an absent sub- 
ject in feature films. Yet there 
is a sense in Dallas Buyers 
Club that we are witnessing an 
individual story about personal 
growth and the kind of resilient 
determination that might be 
applied to other suffering characters in any 
disease-of-the-week movie. Dallas Buyers 
Club is not really a movie about the dawn of 
the epidemic, the transformation of the gay 
community, or a dozen other topical issues 
relevant to the period. However, Dallas Buyers 
Club is an indelible story about one man’s 
unwillingness to go gently into that good 
night, and the personal growth he experi- 
ences along the way.

Alamo Slaughter Lane,

If you were paying close enough atten- 
tion to the Roots’ track that opened 
1999’s twentysomethings comedy The Best 
Man, you heard the whole plot distilled in 
just under five minutes: A guy turns the 
secret of a one-night stand with his best 
friend’s girl into the barely fictionalized fod- 
der for his first novel, which happens to 
be debuting on the eve of his still-clueless 
best friend’s wedding. (Fourteen-year-old 
spoiler: It all works out in the end.) To 
acclimate audiences this time around, the 
sequel opens by replaying clips from the 
first film, which are assembled with the 
kind of corny digital effects you’d expect 
on a family home video distributed at 
Christmas and scored to a forgettable R&B 
song. It’s all thumpingly on-the-nose, favor- 
ing the literal over the lyrical and boasting 
none of the sexy, “kick in a snare” boost of 
the Roots’ long-ago opening missive. But 
in its very dowdiness, it is on point with 
this sequel’s shifting priorities: Welcome to 
middle age, friends. 

That isn’t to say the returning cast doesn’t 
make 40 look damn good; may we all age 


with so little weathering. But writer/director 
Malcolm D. Lee is admirably candid about 
what a big fat lie that 14-year-old spoiler 
is: It didn’t actually all work out in the end. 
Everybody got older. Friends drifted apart. 
Husbands and wives regularly go to bed 
angry. Sometimes it’s desperately hard to get 
pregnant, and sometimes you end up with a 
baby you don’t want. There is never enough 
money, ever. 

So where do we find these old college 
pals? One-time best man Harper (Diggs) 
isn’t having any luck selling his latest 
novel, and his wife Robyn (Lathan) is having 
a difficult pregnancy. Money woes plague 
the highly strung Julian (Perrineau), too; 
he’s having trouble finding donors for the 
private school he operates with his former- 
stripper-turned-wife Candace (Hall). For oth- 
ers, lasting love has proved elusive: Jordan 
(Long) now runs a major cable news net- 
work, but won’t allow herself to be vulnera- 
ble in a relationship; Julian’s ex, the imperi- 
ous Shelby (De Sousa), has mined a career 
out of being a divorcee (in the film’s first of 
many laughs, she’s revealed to be the star 
of The Real Housewives of Westchester); 
while the ganja-powered Quentin (Howard) 
is enthusiastically enjoying professional 
bachelordom. That leaves NFL star Lance 
(Chestnut) and wife Mia (Calhoun), who 
survived the revelation of Mia’s tiny lapse 
in fidelity - and Lance’s massive history of 


stepping out - to successfully make it 
to the altar in The Best Man; 15 years later, 
they’ve invited their friends to stay 
for Christmas. 

Lee plays his audience exceptionally well. 
High spirits mark the first half of the film; 
quite simply, these guys are just fun to be 
around - most especially Howard, all half- 
lidded, cat-who-got-the-cream coolness. Then 
a well-telegraphed plot turn steers us into 
nose-honking, sleeve-sogging weepie country, 
and it is marvelous. It’s no mean feat, stitch- 
ing together comic bonhomie and Kleenex- 
wadding melodrama, but Lee makes it look 
easy. And even, yes, a little sexy. Take that, 
middle age.

“This is the Virginia Jean with an SOS call. Over.” 
That right there is very near the totality of dialogue 
in this brutalizing picture of one man lost at sea. 
Written and directed by J.C. Chandor ( Margin Call), 

All Is Lost begins with a man (Redford) - “Our Man,” 
as he’s billed in the credits - waking to discover that 
a mislaid cargo container in the Indian Ocean has 
ripped a hole in the hull of his boat. All is not lost: 
Our Man is clever and resourceful, and the film is 
fascinating in the meticulousness with which it cata- 
logs his every movement to ballast the listing ship. 

As indicated by the title, a lot goes wrong for Our 
Man, and at a certain point, the pile-on of calamities 
is almost comical, even as it is ruthlessly realistic. 
This is compulsively watchable stuff, a masterstroke 
of thoughtful direction and thought-provoking perfor- 
mance.

"He lied to my face,” is the frequent refrain from 
the media pundits and interviewers who heeded dis- 
honored Tour de France medalist Lance Armstrong’s 
fiercely repeated denials of doping on the competi- 
tion trail. At the point Armstrong was stripped of his 
seven Tour titles in 2012 and started to come clean 
about his doping, Oscar-winning documentary maker 
Alex Gibney had already finished a film about the 
cyclist’s 2009 Tour comeback. But, after the (bull) 
shit hit the fan, the decision was made to rework the 
shelved film from an inspirational saga into a cau- 
tionary tale. Having unfettered access to Armstrong

Soon 
enough, they’re inseparable, and in love. And, yes, 
as people in love are wont to do, Adele and Emma 
bang like there’s no tomorrow. The explicit, marathon 
sex has been the subject of much controversy and 
titillation since the film took the Palme d’Or prize at 
Cannes in May. (Google the backstory, if you’ve got 
a few hours to spare.)

Although Phillips - played 
by Tom Hanks in a commanding, Oscar-courting 
turn - remains the heart of the film’s story, director 
Paul Greengrass never loses sight of all the event’s 
participants as cogs in a greater social machinery.

Taking on the disturbing mother-daughter dynamic 
which Piper Laurie and Sissy Spacek made iconic in 
the 1976 version, Julianne Moore and Chloe Grace 
Moretz perform their own dance quite stunningly. 

Yet nothing can really top the split-screen tour 
de force of De Palma’s prom-scene finale. Carrie 
has proven itself to be a remarkably resilient tale 
that’s not likely to be plugged up anytime soon.

In his English language debut, Quebecois direc- 
tor and Oscar nominee Denis Villeneuve ( Incendies ) 
proves there’s still a little wiggle room in popcorn 
block-busted Hollywood to make a dark, brooding, 
uplifting downer of a film. It’s Thanksgiving in subur- 
ban Pennsylvania when two little girls - the daughters 
of Keller and Grace Dover (Jackman and Bello) and 
Franklin and Nancy Birch (Howard and Davis) - go 
missing. Gyllenhaal is the twitchy, blinking Detective 
Loki, who is called in to investigate, and Dano plays a 
mysterious RV-driving drifter who is quickly nabbed as 
the obvious suspect. But few things are what they at 
first seem. As the mental torture caused by the girls’ 
disappearance shifts into grim and potentially unsta- 
ble actions, the film stutters all over the human moral 
compass. A bleak police procedural stoked by the 
fires of obsession and regret, Prisoners is a rough, 
gritty ride, but one well worth taking. (09/27/2013)

Last June, inside Red 7 before headlining sludge lords 


Saint Vitus leveled the outdoor stage, Church of 
Misery unleashed Chaos in Tejas. Literally. An at- 
capacity festival throng lunged at the Tokyo doom 
sprites the moment they dropped their first megaton 
Sabbath bomb, surging forward into a pile-driving mass 
of sweating, screaming catharsis. 

“Yeah, Chaos in Tejas is great festival,” writes COM 
founder and bassist Tatsu Mikami. “First, I heard that 
festival is for punks. So we don’t expect response 
from audience. But that show was one of the best 
shows in our history. So exciting!” 

The pleasure was all ours. For starters, Mikami reas- 
sembled the core of what’s arguably the group’s clas- 
sic line-up, responsible for sophomore LP The Second 
Coming and 2009 follow-up Houses of the Unholy, radio- 
active boogie and Hammer of the Gods metallurgy. This 
June’s Thy Kingdom Scum (Metal Blade) struck while 
the iron men still glowed white hot from the tour. 


“It takes only one week for recording,” explains 
Mikami of the new disc, every bit as molten as its 
pair of serial-killing predecessors. “’Cause we already 
rehearsed hard playing our shows before we recorded. 
We record three or four takes each songs. [None were 
the same]. I always think it’s big weapon for us. Other 
bands just play songs like studio materials onstage, 
but we always different. 

“Good vibe leads us to next level.” 

Like finally getting to the U.S.? 

“Yeah, it takes almost 20 years since our first 
release. Since 1996, I always get tons of mail from our 
fans, ‘Come play U.S.’ Reason why we didn’t tour U.S. 
is very simple: I don’t know booking agency in U.S. ... 

“Anyway, I always think most important for ‘rock’ 
music is ‘riff’ & ‘groove.’ New album is full of neck- 
breaking cool guitar riffs. Worship ‘riff’!!”
